WASHINGTON (AP) - The federal 


government is conducting a massive in- 
vestigation into the rapid rise of oil prices 
during the Arab oil embargo, a U.S. 
Customs Service spokesman said Saturday 
night. 


The spokesman, Mark McCormick, said 


the probe deals with oil supply schemes 
"probably involving fraud."

Portugal 
Fueling 
Facilities 
To Soviets? 
Lisbon, Portugal (AP)—Portugal's 


military government underscored its shift 
toward the left Saturday night by announ- 
cing that it is considering giving the Soviet 
Union fueling facilities for its merchant 
fleet on the Portuguese island of Madeira. 


It also nationalized the country's in- 


surance companies in the second major 
takeover since an unsuccessful coup 
attempt Tuesday. 


If the Soviet request is granted, it would 


put Russian ships with sophisticated spying 
equipment in NATO waters. Portugal is a 
member of NATO and it reassured its 
Atlantic allies Friday that its foreign policy 
would remain unchanged. 


An official statement from the 


government's information ministry said a 
request for facilities for Soviet vessels 
came from a Portuguese firm identified as 
"a national transport agency." But the 
company clearly was acting for the Soviet 
government. 


Portuguese officials had denied reports 


in January that the Soviets were seeking 
berthing facilities for fishing vessels in the 
area. Madeira is 650 miles west of Lisbon, 
where the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion has it's Iberian Sea command. 


The government said it released its state- 


ment to clarify "the problem of an even- 
tual supply of fuel to ships of the Soviet 
merchant marine." 


Meanwhile, former President Antonio de 


Spinola and 17 other persons, including his 
wife, arrived in Sao Paulo, Brazil, where 
they were granted political asylum. Most of 
the others in the party were military of- 
ficers involved with Spinola in the military 
uprising. 


In a stop in Argentina the officers accom- 


panying Spinola said they staged the ill- 
fated rebellion in which two air force 
planes rocketed and strafed an artillery 
barracks. They said they had taken up arms 
in the spirit of the April revolution and to 
safeguard plans for election of a con- 
stitutional assembly scheduled April 12.

reported there were two plots by dissident 
officers to topple the ruling command and 
that the regime managed to escape ouster 
only because the plots were working at 
cross purposes.

According to McCormick, the investiga- 


tion centers around alleged mislabeling of 
the country of origin of some oil delivered 
by tankers to the United States during the 
1973 embargo. 


"Customs agents are checking records 


and ship logs in 30 or 40 different ports," 
McCormick said. 


He said there are allegations that im- 


porters and suppliers falsified documents 
required by the Customs Service. 


The spokesman confirmed that Customs 


agents have been looking into instances 
where lower-priced oil was made to appear 
as if it had come from countries which had 
either raised prices or were involved in the 
embargo but were leaking oil to the United 
States at high prices. 


For instance, oil coming from Indonesia, 


Iran or Equador might be noted in records 
required by the Customs Service as coming 
from Algeria or Libya, whose oil was 
higher-priced. 


McCormick said falsifying ship records 


would be a technical violation of documen- 
tation requirements of the Customs Ser- 
vice. The possible fraud also might involve 
violation of Federal Energy Administra- 
tion regulations on oil pricing, he said. 


The Washington Post said in its Sunday 


editions that grand juries have been con- 
vened in Jacksonville, Fla., New York and 
Los Angeles to examine charges in connec- 
tion with the investigation. 


The newspaper said customs agents 


already have uncovered what they believe 
to be two cases of fraud. 


One involved a tanker putting into an 


East Coast port with a load of what was 
said to be oil from Venezuela, the first 
country outside the Arab bloc to raise its 
price to $10 a barrel when the embargo 
began, The Post said. 


The newspaper quoted customs agents as 


saying the oil actually came from Nigeria, 
where the price still was $5.50 a barrel. The 
alleged overcharge came to $2 million, the 
newspaper said. 


The second case, according to The Post, 


involves an oil supplier that sold the 
Jacksonville Electric Authority between 5 
million and 10 million barrels of oil, most 
of it at $12 a barrel. 


"The grand jury has been told that 


Jacksonville Electric was sold the oil 
through a third company based abroad, 
which allegedly made an add-on charge of 
several dollars a barrel at a foreign port," 
the story said. 


"The oil never even stopped at the 


overseas port on its way to Jacksonville 
from Venezuela, strongly suggesting that 
the foreign company was a dummy cor- 
poration set up to drive prices higher," The 
Post said. 


A Justice Department 
spokesman 


declined to comment on The Post account 
regarding grand jury investigations.

It's 7 a.m. Time to get up and face a 


new day. 


In Washington, President Ford and 


Congress are revving up for another go- 
round in their dispute over the best way to 
save energy. 


In cities where long gasoline lines lasted 


only a few months early in 1974, the whole 
business seems remote. 


Not really. 


U.S. crude oil and natural gas resources, 


growing scarcer by the day, are two of the 
most visible holes in the nation's economic 
fabric. High-priced foreign supplies feed in- 
flation, upset the balance of payments and 
put us at the mercy of potential enemies. 


So much for the big picture. 


On a personal level, oil and gas play a 


much bigger role in our day-Unlay lives 
than most of us realize. Say you're an 
average married male. Let's take a swing 
through a typical day. 


Your waking hours begin with soft music 


and, when that fails, a harsh buzz from the 
clock-radio. Blindly, you grope for the shut- 
off button. It's made of plastic. So are the 
case, the dial and hands, other knobs, many 
working parts and the printed circuit 
board. 


You've had the first of many daily con- 


tacts with plastic, the most pervasive sub- 
stance of modern society. 


Open your eyes. You're in a world 


fashioned to a large degree from 
petrochemicals. These versatile building- 
blocks with long, funny names are derived 
from crude oil and natural gas. Grandpa 
had wood. Dad bad steel. You have 
polypropylene and its myriad cousins. 


Back to the early morning routine. 
You push back a no-press sheet and the 


blanket. Both are made from synthetic

fibers that originated with an oil or gas well 
somewhere. You rise from the comfortable 
depths of a polyurethane foam mattress 
and pillow. Your feet land on a nylon or 
polyester carpet, with a synthetic backing 
and pad. 


The room is warm and cozy. Thanks to 


central heating. Down in the basement, the 
furnace is burning memly. Chances are the 
fuel is natural gas or heating oil. Overhead, 
asphalt shingles keep you dry. Oil-based 
wall insulation helps to retain the heat. 


Bathroom Inventory 
Off to the bathroom. The floor is covered 


with vinyl, the walls with polystyrene tiles. 
You pick up a toothbrush, 100% plastic, 
and squeeze toothpaste from a plastic tube. 


Last night was a bit too social. You take 


two aspirin, technically acetylsalicylic acid. 
The "acetyl" part is a petrochemical. 


There, in the medicine cabinet, is an im- 


pressive array of pills. About 90% of all 
modern drugs are manufactured from such 
synthetic chemicals as benzene. Years ago, 
most drugs were made of natural sub- 
stances. But the big shift to synthetics 
began with sulfa in the late 1930s. World 
War n, and the development of things like 
natural quinine, speeded up the develop- 
ment of many chemical substitutes. 
Today's medical synthetics range from 
anesthetics to rubbing alcohol. 


Like it or not, you have to face the 


mirror. It's made of high-quality glass, 
produced with hydrogen, a byproduct of oil 
refining. 


Next you tackle the beard — a living, 


growing testament to the inequality of the 
sexes. You remove the plastic cap from the 
can and press the little plastic knob. Out 
comes a creamy foam, propelled by freon 
gas, an offshoot of natural gas. Similar 
aerosol cans abound in your home. 


Your razor blade glides smoothly along. 


Carbon black, another byproduct of 
refining, was used to make the high-quality 
steel alloy. Perhaps the blade is coated 
with a petrochemical best known as teflon, 
a nonstick surface found on some cooking 
utensils. 


You head for the shower stall, pushing 


aside the vinyl curtain. Neither a shave nor 
shower would be much fun without hot 
water. Here again, the odds are strong that 


natural gas furnishes the heat. Your hand 
soap is mostly vegetable oil, but petroleum- 
based gylcols make it a "waterloving" sub- 
stance. 


Boy, is that hair a mess. Just about 


anything you use to control it has an oil 
base. The comb, of course, is still plastic. 


Lined up on a bathroom shelf are your 


wife's beauty aids. White oils provide the 
base for many cosmetics and ointments. 
Perfumes and other products get their 
sweet fragrance from aromatic chemicals 
derived from petroleum chemicals. Who'd 
think that beauty could begin with ugly, 
gooey crude oil? 


Time to dress. Your no-press shirt and 


double-knit shirt are two signs of the 
growing polyester trend. Man-made fibers 
now account for about 40% of all men's 
wear, 70% of women's and children's wear. 
And nearly half of all fibers now in use 
began with petrochemicals. 


Maybe your shoes need a quick shine. 


Out comes the polish, a petroleum wax like 
the many products that protect floors, fur- 
niture and woodwork. 


Hanging in the closet are clothes in a 


plastic bag, freshly returned from the dry 
cleaner. Naptha-uke agents derived from 
oil did the cleaning job. 


Your shoe soles and heels may be made 


of neoprene or some other synthetic 
rubber. Oil and gas are the chief starting 
points for synthetic rubber, which today ac- 
counts for more than three-fourths of the 
market. 


All the while, the electric lights are on — 


another energy drain. In other parts of the 
U.S., notable the Northeast, oil is the 
major fuel for generating electricity. 


The complex electrical system that 


serves us in so many ways reu'es heavily on 
petrochemicals. You normally see only the 
plastic wall plug, cord, wall switches, 
plates and receptacles. But they are just 
part of a huge network of oil-derived elec- 
trical components. 


Next step — the kitchen and breakfast. 
The hard-surfaced countertop and 


tabletop are made of phenolic covered with 
melamine, both oil-based plastics. The win- 
dow shades and wallpaper are washable, 
thanks to plastic coatings. 


Petrochemicals put color in your life

with dyes and alkyd, acrylic and epoxy 
paints. Still others are essential to var- 
nishes, lacquers and finishes that cover 
everything from gym floors to autos. 


Cooking breakfast takes a fair amount of 


energy. In the Chicago area, more than 
two-thirds of the ranges and ovens burn 
gas. The rest are electric, along with the 
toaster, coffeemaker and assorted other 
gadgets. Typically, the knobs, handles and 
dials are plastic. 


Refrigerator List 
Let's see what's in the refrigerator, 


another electric appliance. Inside, plastic is 
everywhere — ice-cube trays, panels, milk 
bottles, thin wrappings for left-overs, 
freezer bags. Even wax paper started in an 
oil barrel. 


You'd still be using an icebox if it 


weren't for the freon gas refrigerant with 
its petrochemical ancestry. The same is 
true of the air-conditioning unit that keeps 
summer days comfortable. 


Surely food itself is outside the oil and 


gas sphere? Guess again. 


Just about every food item reaches your 


supermarket via trucks or rail cars burning 
gasoline or diesel fuel. Farm machinery, 
from tractors to crop-drying equipment, 
runs on gasoline, diesel oil or liquefied gas- 
es like propane. Electricity generated with 
oil and gas powers a wide array of ap- 
paratus for pre-cookmg, canning and 
freezing. Industry dips into oil and gas 
derivatives for livestock feed supplements, 
ammonia fertilizers, pesticides and her- 
bicides. 


Food and drink packaging relies heavily 


on petrochemicals for adhesives, plastic 
containers, wrappings and coated paper. 
Even beer and soft drink cans have 
chemical coatings. 


Well, let's tie into that breakfast. Your 


eggs arrived in a spongy foam container, 
the bacon in suffer plastic. Yeast used in 
making bread for your toast may have been 
produced with ethyl alcohol from a 
refinery. 


Check the foods on your kitchen shelves, 


and you'll find all sorts of petrochemical 
additives. They range through vitamins, 
flavorings and preservatives — an insult to" 
natural food fans, a convenience for the 
masses. Breakfast, like other meals, 
depends on an assortment of plastic dis- 
hware, tumblers, mixing bowls and uten- 
sils. 


Sipping coffee, you light up a cigaret

As early 
as 1935 the suave, foppish Ellery 
was the hero of a radio series 
with Donald Chase in the role. 


On television he was played 


variously by Lee Bowman, 
George Nader, Lee Phillips and 
Peter Lawford. Ralph Bellamy 
played Ellery in three movies. 


For whatever reason, the 


character never gained the pop- 
ularity visually that he enjoyed 
in some 40 novels. Ellery Queen 
mysteries sold better than any 
others in this country save Erie 
Stanley Gardner's Perry Mason 
and Agatha Christie's Hercule 
Poirot whodunits. 


The source for most of this in- 


formation is Jim Button, who 
will portray Queen in a two-hour 
television movie beaming 
tonight on NBC.

Most people don't. 


Jim is the handsome young 


guy (six-feet-four) who starred in 
25 movies, four of them with 
Paula Prentiss in contemporary 
comedies.

Mari Susette Sandoz, one of 


America's greatest authors wrote some 27 
books about the history and folklore of 
the Nebraska plains and the cattle coun- 
try of the Old West. She grew to 
womanhood in the rugged sandhills of the 
Nebraska Panhandle, the setting for most 
of her stories. Her hard work and fierce- 
ly independent spirit enabled her to ac- 
complish what most would consider im- 
possible. 


Bora in a shack in Sheridan County, 


she was the daughter of Jules Sandoz, a 
hot-tempered, violent, gun-toting Swiss 
immigrant. The oldest of six, she was 
expected and did the work of a man. As a 
child, she barely missed death in a prairie 
fire and was blinded in one eye during a 
blizzard. She started school at age nine, 
went as far as eighth grade, and taught 
country school when she was 16. 


Between 1922 and 1930, she managed 


to get in 3Vz years at the University of 
Nebraska and wrote her first book, "Old 
Jules", the story of her father. The book 
was rejected 13 times before it won the 
Atlantic Monthly $5.000 nonfiction award 
in 1935 and brought Miss Sandoz, then 39, 
to national prominence 


As a chronicler of the Old West for 


Mari Susette Sandoz, 1896-1966 


more than three decades, Man Sandoz 
was noted for her colorful writing style 
and meticulous research. Her numerous 
books include "Crazy Horse," "The 
Cattlemen", "Cheyenne Autumn", 
"These Were the Sioux", "Slogum 
House," "Hostiles and Friendhes," "The 
Horse Catcher," "Miss Monssa," and 
"Love Song to the Plains " 


She was awarded an honorary doc- 


torate degree by the University of 
Nebraska in 1950 and the Levi Strauss 
Award in 1964. Acclaimed by literary 
critics as the nation's leading western 
writer, her life and works stand as a 
monument to the pioneers of Nebraska. 


Man Sandoz, the brilliant voice of 


Nebraska, died of cancer in 1966 at the 
age of 70

Most kids know a mite about 


the Monroe Doctrine, but most 
people don't know the part the 
movie industry played in the 
commemorative U.S. half dollar 
known as the Monroe Doctrine 
Centennial coin. 


In conjunction with a motion 


picture exposition in 1923, the 
movie industry promoted the 
issue of the Monroe Doctrine 
Centennial commemorative. 


In his message to Congress on 


the second day of December in 
1823, James Monroe, fifth presi- 
dent of the U.S. said clearly that 
the U.S. and Europe constituted 
two separate and distinct 


spheres of political influence — 
and that they should not get too 
chummy with each other. 


There was precedence for 


such a statement, as both 
Washington's farewell address 
and Jefferson's inaugural ad- 
dress said essentially the same 
thing. 


The coin's obverse shows the 


profiles of Monroe and John 
Quincy adams, the latter also 
identified with the Monroe Doc- 
trine. The dates on the reverse 
are 1823-1923. 


A curious and delightful pair 


of likenesses are on the coin's 
reverse, where female figures 
portray the western hemisphere. 


The coin was minted in San 


Francisco, and the *S' appears 
below the 1923 on the obverse.

14, 1863 by Brigham Young, an early 
church leader who led adherents when 
they emigrated west. 


United Airlines, Flight 
Dispatchers Reach Agreement 


Representatives of United Airlines and 


its 142 flight dispatchers reached agree- 
ment on a new contract Saturday to avert 
a strike which would have shut down the 
big airline at midnight. Terms of the 
agreement were withheld pending 
ratification by union membership 
'scheduled for Friday.

Los Angeles police Saturday would 


neither confirm nor deny reports that the 
"Skid Row Slasher" — responsible for 
the "eaf-to-ear" throat-slitting deaths of 
nine persons — is in custody. 


Minnesota Governor Urged 
To Pick Disposal Sites 


U.SV District Court Judge Miles Lord 


said Saturday Minnesota Gov. Wendell 
Anderson should quickly pick a site in 
northeastern Minnesota for the disposal 
of taconite tailings from Reserve Mining 
Co. "s operations. Lord predicted two to 
three years of negotiations between 
Reserve and Minnesota environmental 
officials could be avoided if Anderson in- 
spects potential sites and tells him next 
month which one he has chosen. Lord 
called £ hearing to discuss implications of 
Friday's ruling by the U.S. Eighth Circuit 
Court of Appeals that Reserve need not 
shut down its Silver Bay plant. 


Iran, Iraq Discussing Border Dispute 


In Brazil 


The Brazilian government Saturday 


granted political asylum to former Por- 
tuguese president, Gen. Anionio de 
Spinola, his wife and 15 sympathizers who 
fled Lisbon after an abortive coup last 
week. The Foreign Ministry said Spinola 
requested asylum in writing through the 
Brazilian Embassy in Buenos Aires. They 
were granted asylum after agreeing to 
refrain from political activity. 


$16 Million Ransom 


The kidnapers of jeweler-playboy 


Giovanni Bulgari are demanding a record 
$16 million ransom for his release, 
sources close to the case in Rome said 
Saturday. Neither police nor family 
spokesmen would confirm the reported 
demand for what would be the biggest 
ransom ever in Italy, where kidnaping has 
become a booming trade. The sources 
said the ransom demand may have been 
made in a letter written by Bulgari, a 40- 
year-old bachelor who owns an inter- 
nationally famous jewelry store, to a 
girlfriend and forwarded by her to his 
family. 


Brezhnev on Trip 


Communist party general secretary 


Leonid Brezhnev left for Budapest Satur- 
day by train to attend Monday's opening 
of the llth Hungarian Communist party 
Congress, Tass said. It is Brezhnev's first 
trip abroad since he recovered from a 
"cold-type" illness which kept him out of 
the public limelight for seven weeks until 
mid-February. 


Media Said Biased 


The first black member of the Federal 


Communications Commission says the 
news media is biased and he is "tired of 
all the news about blacks being 
negative." Benjamin Hooks said "I am 
tired of turning on the television and 
seeing nothing but white." 


Kissinger Supported 


Senate Republican Leader Hugh Scott 


Saturday described critics of Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger as "yapping 
jackals" interested in journalistic prizes 
or self-glorification.

For the first time in 46 years 


delegations from Iran and Iraq met 
across a conference table Saturday to dis- 
cuss their countries' border disputes. The 
closed-door talks follow an agreement an- 
nounced March 6 between the Shah of 
Iran and Iraqi Vice President Sadam Hus- 
sein Takriti at the Algers summit con- 
ference of leaders from the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC). 


Under the agreement Iraq agreed to 


make concessions in its territorial claims 
in the Shatt al Arab estuary in return for 
closing of joint frontiers to "infiltration 
of a subversive character." The infiltra- 
tion clause was directed at Kurdish rebels 
in northern Iraq who have been fighting 
for an autonomous state. They had 
received substantial aid from Iran, but 
this ended with the Algiers agreement 
and Iraq has now launched a major offen- 
sive against them. 


In 1969 the two countries neared war 


over navigational rights in the Shatt el 
Arab, which provides a river access to the 
Iranians' largest oil refinery at Abadan. 


148 Nations Working 
On Law of the Sea 


Delegations from 148 nations renew ef- 


forts Monday to bring law and order to 
the world's oceans. They will meet in 
Geneva to continue work on a kind of 
constitution of the seas, the outlines of 
which were sketched at a 10-week con- 
ference in Caracas last year. 


Press Freedom Watchdogs 
Meet in San Salvador 


The Interamerican Press Assn., 


watchdog of the hemisphere's press 
freedom, begins a five-day mid-year 
meeting in San Salvador today with the 
focus on problems affecting the people's 
right to know. Early arriving delegates 
pointed out that both right-wing and left- 
wing governments will come under 
scrutiny — with particular attention to be 
paid on the extent of press freedom in 
Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Cuba, 
Nicaragua, Panama, Peru and Uruguay. 


Greeks Continue Purge 
Of Its Armed Forces 


The government Saturday completed 


the purge of the armed forces by retiring 
140 officers opposed to Democratic rule 
in Greece and linked to the previous 
military dictatorship.

They also say that it is already evident 
that the conference marked a significant 
beginning in the world's efforts to pre- 
vent famine. 


Saigon Police Kill 
French Correspondent 


Paul Leandri, a 37-year-old correspon- 


dent of Agence France-Presse, was shot 
and killed by Saigon, who had summoned 
him to ask questions about a story he had 
written about the battle for Ban Me 
Thuot. The police said Leandri was ac- 
cidentally killed when he sped out of the 
police headquarters compound in his 
automobile. 


Embassy Says Mexicans 
Not Manipulated by CIA 


A U.S. Embassy official in Mexico City 


denied Saturday the Central Intelligence 


March 16,1975 


Agency manipulated students who 
shouted down President Luis Echeverria 
and chased him from the University of 
Mexico campus with a barrage of rocks, 
bottles and bricks. Echeverria, slightly in- 
jured when hit on the head by one of the 
rocks as he and his party fled the campus 
on Friday, had told the students, amid 
shouts of "assassin," that they were 
"manipulated by the CIA." He told them 
they also were resorting to tactics used by 
Nazis and Fascists. Echeverria went to 
the campus apparently to try to win sup- 
port of students who still are angry over 
the slaying of at least 50 persons in 1968 
when soldiers opened fire on a Mexico 
City student rally.

Now I am going to 
school here in the College of Business Ad- 
ministration and also have a full-time job." 


His wife smiled when asked if they had 


brought any of their Venezuelan things with 
them. "Some photographs of the family. It cost 
too much to bring many things — but he 
brought all his books and we had to pay extra 
for that."

Diez said of course his books must come 


with him. After all they had been a part of his 
life for the 18 years before the family moved to 
Lincoln. 


Bilingual 


All six of the Diez children are bilingual, as 


are their parents. "They picked up the language 
here very quickly," Mrs. Diez said. "They have 
taught us many, many things." 


"Two of our sons are newspaper carriers 


for your paper," Diez said proudly. "And she 
took her examination to qualify as a registered 
nurse in this country on Feb. 12 as Pershing 
Auditorium. She trained for three years in a 
hospital in Barquisimeto, the third largest city 
in our former country." 


Both of the Diezes are proud of their 


former country. They talked about President 
Carlos Andres Perez being nominated The Man 
of the World. And the fine democracy the coun- 
try has. 


But both are becoming very fond of Lin- 


coln Mrs. Diez hopes the results of the 
examination will be affirmative. "I have to wait 
six weeks to know," she smiled.

festival. They admit, they will be happy to see 
some of the Venezuelan art and performances.

Onassis will be buried on his 


private island of Skorpios next to 
his only son Alexander, friends 
of his family said Saturday. 


He built his fleet steadily 


through the boom and bust 
cycles of the oil trade, the last 
bust developing as Onassis 
became increasingly affected by 
myasttienia gravis, a weakening 
of the muscles, that contributed 
to the broncho-pulmonary infec- 
tion that doctors said killed him. 


He also created Olympic 


Airways, the Greek national air- 
line, which the new Greek 
government took over in 
January after he had demanded 
loans to keep it operating 


One of his most comspicuous 


monuments in the United States 
«s the 52-story Olympic Towers, 


a combined 
office-retail- 


apartment building under con- 
struction on Fifth Ave. at 51st St. 
in New York City. 


In the 1960s, he owned a con- 


trolling 527o interest in the 
Societe des Bains de Mer (SBM), 
the Victorian-era 
company 


which controls the casino and 
hotels of Monte Carlo. But 
Monaco's Prince Rainier 
wrested control back from 
Onassis in an eight-year fight 
after Onassis wanted to erect 
high rise buildings on sea front 
land while Rainier wanted to 
emphasize tourism for the mid- 
dle class. 


His 24-year-old daughter 


Christina is believed to inherit 
the controlling interest in the 
shipping companies. His son, 
Alexander, died as a result of an 
air crash two years ago at the age 
of 24. 


Sources close to the family 


said his wife, Jacqueline 
Kennedy Onassis, had received a 
settlement at the time of their 
marriage to provide for the two 
Kennedy children through a 
trust fund, with cash for herself 
and unlimited expenses while 
Onassis lived. 


FBI Presses Hearst 
Search in California 


From News Wires 
San Francisco — Federal 


authorities continued Saturday 
to press their search throughout 
California for Patricia Hearst, 
members of the self-styled Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army, and 
Jack Scott, a sports critic with 
reported links to the missing 
newspaper heiress. 


However, Charles Garry, at- 


torney for professional basket- 
ball player Bill Walton, with 
whom Scott and his wife had 
been living until recently, said 
that rumors that Scott was 
arranging for Miss Hearst's sur- 
render are "ridiculous." 


Garry added that "Right now 


all Scott wants to know is what 
they Uhe Federal Bureau of 
Investigation) wants from him." 


Interest in the case was 


heightened Friday when the 
fingerprints of Miss Hearst, Bill 
and Emily Harris, SLA 
members, 
and 
Wendy 


Yoshimura, wanted in connec- 
tion with a bomb plot, were 
found in a farmhouse in South 
Canaan, Pa, that Scott's wife, 
Micki, rented last summer. 


Garry said he met Scott in ear- 


ly 1969. Scott was then a witness 
tor Garry's client in the 
"Oakland seven" case, in which 
several Berkeley activists were 
acquitted on charges stemming 
out of a sit-in at the Oakland 
Armj Induction Center in 1967. 
Garry said he had not 
represented Scott in any legal 
matters. 


According to the Washington* 


Star, Scott called several friends 
Friday and told them that he 
"knew the FBI would probably 
question them, and told them 
not to worry, that the whole 
thing would be over soon." 


In a brief phone conversation 


Friday night with New York 


Times reporter Henry Wems- 
tem, Scott said he was in the San 
Francisco Area. He implied that 
he knew about the fugitives' ac- 
tivities and that he might have 
influenced them to avoid 
violence 


The Chicago Tribune quoted 


federal sources Saturday as 
saying that Miss Hearst's path 
had 
been traced from Penn- 


sylvania to Colorado to Las 
Vegas to Palm Springs and back 
to the San Francisco Bay area. 


Considerable FBI activity has 


been focused in the last two days 
on the San Diego area. 


The Washington Post reported 


that two FBI agents visited 
Scott's father, John, in his Las 
Vegas, Nev , apartment Feb. 26 
to subpoena him for a grand jury 
appearance concerning his son. 
It was reported that young Scott 
was sitting in the living room 
and the agents paid no attention. 


The San Francisco Chronicle 


said an FBI car spotted Scott 
driving March 6 or 7 in Berkeley, 
Calif., and gave chase. Scott was 
said to have accelerated and 
eluded his pursuer. 


The Chronicle also reported 


that the FBI has telephone 
records of calls between the 
secluded 
Pennsylvania 
farm 


where Miss Hearst's fingerprints 
were found and the Oregon 
home of Walton during the 
period Miss Hearst was allegedly 
in Pennsylvania. At the time, the 
Scotts were living with Walton. 
The FB.I. also declined com- 
ment on this report.

Making Records Public 


Happily, the State Department of Justice 


has (lacked off an earlier opinion about what 
information relating to state employes can be 
made public. It hasn't backed off sufficiently 
far, however. And in doing its reverse, the 
agency seems to have given birth to a very 
ominous, administrative situation. 


Hie first opinion from Atty. Gen. Paul 


Douglas' shop advised Administrative Ser- 
vices, Director Stan Matzke he was forbidden 
by-law, to-give out virtually anything per- 
taining to individual workers. Upon recon- 
sideration, Douglas then told Matzke he can't 
prevent release of information on any state 
employe's salary. 


Precedent exists for disclosure of the 


name and wages of public employes, the at- 
torney general says. His judgment is that "the 
general public has the greatest interest in this 
data, too, in order to preserve the general 
welfare, i.e., to know how public monies are 
being spent and to guard against abuse of 
nepotism." 


So far, so good. 
But the latest attorney general declara- 


tion on the problem holds that information on 
Social Security numbers, a worker's date of 
birth and his or her date of employment "fall 
more naturally into the category of records 
which relate to public records, but do not in 
themselves constitute public records. They 
can be made available to a person showing 
necessity or proper purpose." 


Just a cotton-picking minute, here, 


friends. 


Either government information is public 


or it is not. 


If such information is available to one, it 


is available to all. Away with privileged per- 
sons 


What absolutely must not be permitted to 


exist in government is a gray area relating to 
public documents, which area can be 
manipulated by officeholders to shield 
adverse information or selectively disclosed 
for their particular benefit. 


There should be no such thing as data 


open on the condition of who you are or what 
some keeper of the administrative seal ar- 
bitrarily determines a "proper purpose." 
What is a satisfactory "necessity?" Who 
defines "proper purpose?" 


This is a dangerous sort of security 


classification syndrome. It may foster in some 


thin-skulled government officials opinions 
they can safely shoot angles, outside of public 
scrutiny. By such secrecy-aided opinions are 
little Watergates impregnated. 


Lending a touch of irony to this episode is 


the fact it was triggered by Omaha Sen. John 
Cavanaugh's request to Matzke for a list of all 
state employes, then- Social Security numbers, 
gross pay, date of birth, hire date and amount 
and purpose of their payroll educations. 
Matzke told Cavanaugh: Uh-uh. 


Be it remembered Cavanaugh is the 


author of bills before the current Unicameral 
to outlaw disclosure of personal information 
now lodged in computer memory banks, 
without permission of the individuals in- 
volved, and to carefully limit public 
knowledge of criminal records. 


Sen. Cavanaugh has just as much right to 


see public records as any other citizen. And 
vice-cersa, just as completely. 


Information about any public employe's 


salary, age and hire date either is or should be 
pieces of the unquestioned public record. 


The attorney general says Nebraska's 


statutes do not precisely define the term 
"public record," although there are many 
statutory references to records available for 
public inspection. 


Last year the Legislature passed a bill — 


Lincoln Sen. Shirley Marsh's LB861—which 
defined what is legally meant by a public 
record. But Gov. Exon vetoed LB861 after the 
Unicameral adjourned. 


The "spirit" of what constitutes a partial 


public record is at least set out in a section of 
existing Nebraska law (84-712.01) It directs 
that certain citizen access statutes "shall be 
liberally construed whenever any state, coun- 
ty or political subdivision fiscal record, audit, 
warrant, voucher, invoice, purchase order, 
requisition, payroll, check, receipt or other 
record of receipt, cash or expenditure in- 
volving public funds is involved, in order that 
the citizens of this state shall have full rights 
to know of and have full access to information 
on the public finances of the government and 
the public bodies and entities created to serve 
them." 


It may be that Sen. Cavanaugh can do 


himself and all other Nebraskans a substantial 
service yet this spring by promoting a law 
broadly defining a public record. That can't 
help but gain wide backing from a state 
legislative body which already is the most 
open, the most public in the nation.

Federal Land Planning Foreseen 


compulsory national planning in land use might be 
necessary to insure that too much farm land isn't 
converted to urban development.

Washington (AP) — Each year for more than a 


decade, 350,000 acres of farmland — roughly half 
the land area of Rhode Island — is lost to urban 
development. 


And each year an additional 1.9 million acres 


— about the size of Delaware — is removed from 
the "rural" or food production category and used 
for highways, airports, flood control, recreation 
and wilderness preservation. 


Nevertheless, the total U.S. crop land, about 


470 million acres, has remained unchanged for two 
decades, because each year about 2.2 million acres 
of unused land is converted to farming. 


Can this method of replacing lost farm land 


continue? 


Yes, the U.S. Agriculture Department says — 


at least for this century. There is, the USDA says, 
396 million unused acres, mostly in the Great 
Plains, available for development into farm land. 


But the initial cost of irrigation and fertiliza- 


tion for new crop land is high — more than $1,000 
an acre, says the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation. And 
the world food shortage has created a new land-use 
situation. 


For the first time since 1949, no farm land is 


set aside to limit food production. Last year, nearly 
all the 470 million farm acres were used for crops, 
USDA's Economic Research Service says. Just five 
years ago only 333 million acres were cultivated 
and the rest held in reserve; a reserve which 
dwindled as demand skyrocketed for American 
grain. If production is to be increased to rebuild the 
millions of tons of grain reserves the nation had in 
the '50s and '60s, more than 470 million farm acres 
will be needed in coming years. 


Can this additional crop land be acquired at 


reasonable cost? The USDA's Soil Conservation 
Service (SCS) is skeptical. Its experts explain it 
might be easy to convert to crop land in a matter of 
months 100 million acres of prairies now used for 
grazing. But the conversion might add sharply to 
the cost of farming and perhaps the price of food. 


This is one indication of an as-yet-unpubhshed 


report prepared for the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee by the Council on Agricultural Science and 
Technology, a private academic group. 


The Council says land lost to urbanization is 


often high quality. But a third of the 396 million 
acres available to replace this is marginal or poor. 
That means a higher cost, especially in fertilizers, 
to bring this marginal land up to the quality of land 
lost. 


In the 21st century, the council concludes, 


Another critical new factor is erosion. When 


farmers kept thousands of acres in the soil bank or 
in reserve, erosion wasn't as serious because they 
could plant on the land least likely to erode. The 
last two years, however, farmers have been plan- 
ting fence to fence on nearly every available acre. 


SCS technicians say the "safe" erosion loss un- 


til two or three years ago was five tons of topsoil an 
acre. Last year USDA studied'erosion loss on 8.9 
million acres brought out of reserve. Average loss 
was 6.75 tons of topsoil an acre — a total of 60 
million tons, enough to fill dump trucks stretching 
across the country 15 times. 


Agriculture Secretary Earl Bute speaks of the 


possibility of another Dust Bowl if erosion gets out 
of hand. 


Kenneth E. Grant, SCS administrator, says: 


"Last season was a year in which too many farmers 
gambled with their basic resources — and lost. The 
debt will be a long time being repaid." 


Despite his concern that "millions of acres of 


farmland . . . should never be used for farming" 
because of erosion, Butz says he's pleased farmers 
are planting fence to fence. 


For the first time in years, Butz says, farmers 


are making planting decisions on the basis of the 
market prices and the best crop for land they have. 
Now, the secretary says, cotton is planted on land 
best suited for it, and so are wheat and other crops. 
Butz believes planting decisions based on the free 
market, rather than on government quotas, are in 
themselves conservation measures. 


Environmental groups and farm state senators 


like Richard Clark, D-Iowa, Rural Development 
subcommittee chairman, question Butz's beliefs. 
They point to erosion that results from intensive 
farming. 


Although more than 90% of Americans live in 


urban areas, land they occupy and use is only a 
small percentage of the nation's 2.3 billion acres of 
land — equal to 10.8 acres a person. 


Of the 2.3 billion acres, 20.9% was classified as 


crop land in the 1970 census, 26.7% pasture and 
range, 31.99o forest, 12.7% desert, swamp, rock and 
tundra and 7.87o "special use." 


"Special use" lands are urban areas, highways, 


parks, wildlife sanctuaries, military installations 
and the like. It was 178 million acres five years ago; 
more than 188 million acres today. 


Land-Use Blues in Green Mountain State

Montpelier, Vt. — The eroding economy is 


raising hell with Vermont's effort to extend its 
leadership in the field of land use. Four months 
ago, following a crucial election, few victory- 
warmed environmentalists and land use ad- 
vocates probably would have anticipated what's 
happening now — being bushwhacked by third- 
party forces. 


No state among the continental 48 has taken 


such * a deliberative leap to protect and 
maximize its basic surface resources through 
governmental planning, control and interven- 
tion. 


Passage in early 1970 of Vermont's Land 


Use and Development Act, better known as 
Act 250, generated publicity for the tiny state 
(population 445,000) well beyond professional 
planning journals. 


But the realities are that Newton's Second 


Law applies in politics as well as physics: Giant 
steps in one direction generate negative reac- 
tion. And there still are any number of Ver- 
monters who respond like Nebraskans when 
they find government impeding plans for 
private land development. The cry is apt to be: 
Tyranny! 


Foes of Act 250 sought to assert themselves 


in the 1974 elections, to be rather soundly 
defeated. 


Reelection of incumbent Gov. Thomas 


Salmon, a Democrat, insured the political life of 
a very major proponent of Act 250. There were 
gains in both the House and Senate 
membership, according to Green Mountain 
soothsayers. 


What was thus anticipted was that the 1975 


Legislature would enact the third and final 
phase of Act 250 — establishment of a land use 
master plan plotting the state into five areas; 
urban, village, natural resource, conservation 
and rural. 


Then the energy crisis and unemployment 


began its depressing roll. Vermont's unemploy- 
ment of 10% tops the national average. 


Parklike-Vennont is not a wealthy state. 


While a clear progressive on land use and in 
other areas, Democrat Salmon may be even 
more fiscally conservative than Nebraska Gov. 
J. J. Exon. The pinched budget Salmon has sub- 
mitted calls for level funding of state agencies 
and activities. But because of falling revenues, 
even that can't be obtained without some tax in*

crease, such as in the cigaret tax, or extending 
the sweep of the sales tax. 


The contemporary Vermont legislative bat- 


tle is over the budget then. And the prospect is 
that a variety of state agencies — including the 
understrength Agency of Environmental 
Conservation, the one which is the state land 
use entity — might be forced to drop workers, if 
the House and Senate refuse to nudge selective 
taxes higher, as the governor has proposed. 


That would compound the agency's 


problems, since one of the avenues of attack 
upon it already has been abysmal administra- 
tion, breeding "inconsistencies and delays" in 
processing of land use permits. 


Steve Sease, an attorney with the land use 


administration, notes Act 250 mandated a per- 
mit system for construction of ten or more 
dwelling units or for commercial developments 
on more than ten acres — a system which irks 
the Vermont Home Builders Association more 
than somewhat. 


To build, you need a permit. These can be 


applied for, if not always obtained, through nine 
regional planning operations. 


"Complex ones come to the state," says 


Brendan J. Wbittaker, agency information 
chief. 


Act 250 puts the burden of proof upon 


prospective developers to demonstrate their 
new subdivisions or projects won't do such 
things as damage the environment, block poten- 
tial flood waters, cause unreasonable soil ero- 
sion or unreasonable transportation congestion 
or put unreasonable burdens on the abilities of 
local governments and schools to provide ser- 
vices or work "an undue adverse effect on the 
scenic or natural beauty of the area, aesthetics, 
historic sites or rare and irreplaceable natural 
areas." 


An example of Act 250's impact is the un- 


successful struggle Land Tech Inc. has had for 
three years to win approval of a large con- 
dominium development at the resort communi- 
ty of Stowe. Environmentalists have adversely 
testified about the possibility of water supply 
contamination, given Vermont's thin soils. 


The developer cut his original plan in half 


— and he slill hit a rock wall. 


With the state budget fight the central 


issue, several land use bills may fall by the 
wayside before legislative adjournment this 
spring.

much out, invoking no penalty if the towns 
refuse to go the use mapping route. 


Whittaker concedes economic imperatives 


pose dangers to the so-far-successful quest of 
environmentalists to "take care of the earth." 
But he has "a gut feeling" Vermonters who 
share the protective view and want regulated 
development controls remain in the majority. 


And even if 1975 is a year in which Vermont 


marks time on the land use front, it still is well 
ahead of other states.

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Bottle Bills and Throwaway Theology 


By Bob Nelson 
Like a malevolent crocus, 


spring's first empty beer can was 
Peeping through the snow along 
J Street en route to the Capitol 
last week. 


Inside the Statehouse, the 


mood was one of deja vu, psy- 
chotogy's equivalent of the TV 
rerun. All that was happening, it 
seemed, had happened before. 


Small wonder. The legislation 


wider scrutiny, LB505, also 
known as the Bottle Bill, is a 
perennial. Every year it blooms; 
every year it wilts. 


The cast gathered for the an- 


nual phenomenon was familiar. 
On one side, the beer and can in- 
dustry - and labor - crying' 
doom. On the other, en- 
vironmentalists, just plain folks, 
many of them, pleading for a law 
to end the curse of the 
throwaway container. And in 
between, the 
Legislature's 


Miscellaneous Subjects Com- 
mittee, its members probably 
wishing to be elsewhere. 


In a way, the issue is one of 


land use, discussed on the 
preceding page: Should slobs be 
allowed to use much of our state 
—parks, roadsides, farms — as a 
dump, strewing it with cans that 
once contained the substance 
with which things go better or 
'.he beer that made Milwaukee, 
St. Louis, Omaha, Golden and 
other precincts notorious in 
ecological circles? 


Bottle bill foes do not defend 


the slob. They simply uy whit 
they have been saying for yean, 
despite mounting evidence: A 
mandatory deposit on beverage 
containers is not the answer. 


They favor the voluntary ap- 


proach, which obviously hasn't 
worked. Or massive recycling of 
everything, a goal tinged with 
naivete. They claim unemploy- 
ment will stalk the land if 
throwaway containers are 
banned, a proposition that is 
debatable. 


Proponents, by contrast, keep 


refining their tactics. When 
Oregon pioneered with a bottle 
bill, then* aim was to reduce 
utter, which even foes admit a 
bottle bill does, to some extent. 
Then they reached out to include 
the virtue of energy and resource 
conservation, which reliance on 
reusable containers indisputably 
promotes. Now they, too, have 
embraced the economic ploy, 
contending a bottle bill will help 
protect local brewers and 
bottlers — and jobs — in an in- 
dustry beset by bigness and con- 
solidation. Their brand of 
economics is also an inexact 
science. 


Last week's hearing bordered 


on theater of the absurd. A 
senator expressed mock alarm 
that a certain beer might no 
longer be available in Nebraska. 
A UNL student told how an out- 
state recycling center expired 
because it couldn't pay the rent 
demanded by the landlord — a 
beer distributor — for. 


warehouse space. One citizen, in 
rhetoric that would have done 
credit to Gertrude Stein, said it 
is impossible to throw anything 
away, because there isn't any 
"away." "Away" is "here" for 
somebody. 


The industry's economic argu- 


ment, which has always seemed 
to impress legislators in the past 
and may again, contains its own 
absurdities: the economy cannot 
afford to conserve expensive 
energy and resources and cut 
•litter costs, just as it cannot af- 
ford not to sell millions of high- 
priced, gas-gulping cars. 


Yet it is difficult to sit in harsh 


judgment on lawmakers acutely 
aware, in a recessionary time, of 
the political potential of action 
that conceivably could cost even 
a few jobs. The cost of inaction 
— litter collection, waste of 
energy and resources — is no 
less real but perhaps less discer- 
nible. 


And certainly the evidence is 


at once convincing and con- 
tradictory. From Oregon, from 
Vermont — and no doubt from 
South Dakota, when its law is 
implemented - both sides can 
produce studies and statistics 
proving a bottle bill does or 
doesn't cut litter significantly, 
will or won't conserve lots of 
energy, can or cannot have a 
negative economic impact. 


To enact a bottle bill may 


require, for any lawmaker, a 
leap of faith not unlike that of 
the true believer who accepts a 
religion on other than rational 
grounds. 


Introducing a religious context 


is not inappropriate. In fact, the 
beer industry did that long ago. 


For years one brewer has been 


preaching that reincarnation is 
hogwash. We only live once, so 
let's grab all the gusto we can. 
Therefore, drink what's its- 
name. 


Philosophers may find a cer- 


tain lack of elegance in such a 
creed. But those who buy it — 
and the beer — probably also 
buy the implicit message that if 
you have only one life, why 
spend it carting empties back to 
the store.

The Grand Island Independent joined the 


storm of protest concerning the Game and Parks 
Commission handling of St. Edward's adopted 
doe, Bambi. 


The Independent said the commission made "a 


stupid decision when they decided to get Bambi 
out of St. Edward. It was even more stupidly 
handled." 


The deer, which roamed the city freely, was 


shot with a tranquilizer gun and trucked away,"" 
reportedly dying before reaching a destination 
less than 50 miles away. 


The Independent hoped the commission 


would nave determined what was ailing the deer, 
then "acted according to the doe's needs." 


The St. Edward Advance also mourned the 


doe's demise. Although agreeing with the com- 
mission that the deer was a wild animal, it said: 
"Most everyone can also cite examples of dogs 
which offer a more potential threat."

A proposed 10 to 15% rate increase by LT&T 


caused the paper to note that earnings were up 
for the company in 1974. Cash dividends per share 
of common stock were also up for that year it 
said.

Packer Boding Bill Surprise 


Washington - Few Nebraskans have heard of Charles 


Grassley, a tall, lanky lowan who took over the congressional 
seat long held by the fabled "Watchdog of the Treasury," H. R. 
Gross. 


A Republican conservative, Grassley is unabashedly a 


State's Righter, believing that the less Washington has to say 
about the affairs of its citizens, the better off the nation is. 


So it was a surprise to many when the freshman became the 


first to introduce legislation to remove any state voice in packer 
bonding. He frankly feels that the states probably will botch the 
task, if they continue to function as they are functioning now, 
and the livestock producer would be better off if the federal 
government handled the problem. 


Also surprisingly, his bill is receiving more than cursory 


attention and could well become the vehicle for compromise 
legislation to protect farmers against losses such as they have 
suffered in the American Beef Packers case. 


Rights Forfeited? 
Grassley's uncharacteristic action arises from his belief that 


the states are forfeiting their rights by failing to coordinate ef- 
forts behind uniform legislation. He thinks states are pulling in 
so many directions in fashioning their own brand of packer bon- 
ding legislation that the resultant hodge podge will do more 
harm than good for the very people,who need the protection the 
most, the livestock producers. 


To his way of thinking, this mandates federal jurisdiction, 


and he hopes the House Agriculture Committee will use his bill 
as the framework "around which hearings to create a modern 
Packers and Stockyards Act" will be held. 


Demonstrating an awareness of Washington power centers, 


Grassley took the precaution of showing his bill first to the 
American Meat Institute and the National Independent Meat 
Packers Assn , two powerful organizations that are not exactly 
bonding-minded. And while they are not enthused over the 
Grassley bill, neither have they expressed outright opposition. 


Additionally, officials at the U.S. Department of Agriculture 


(USDA) are taking a good, hard look at it in the hope it may be 
the compromise they will be able to support once legislative 


. processes start spinning. 


It is known that other legislators were planning to introduce 


bonding bills but either have been scared off by packer opposi- 
tion or have found the legal complexities too unsettling. 


In introducing his bill, Grassley warned that never again 


must cattle producers "be left stranded with worthless checks in 
their pockets when meatpacking plants go broke." 


All Packers Bonded 
His legislation would require all packers to be bonded, give 


the USDA authority to go to court to prevent packers from 
engaging in practices that would ultimately lead to bankruptcy, 
and move the livestock producer forward in the line of creditors 
once bankruptcy is filed. 


More specifically, the bill would: 
—Restate the permanent authority provided the secretary 


of agriculture in the Appropriations Act of July 12, 1943, "to 
require reasonable bonds from market agencies and dealers." 
Grassley wants this authority clarified to embrace packers as 
well. 


A weakness is that the bill leaves up to the secretary the 


definition of "reasonable bond" instead of stipulating a specific 
amount. This omission is viewed by some as a copout designed 
to avoid pressure and heat. 


—Provide for temporary restraining orders and injunctions 


from a federal district court "if a person fails or is unable to pay, 
operates while insolvent or in violation of the Act... or does not 
have the required bond " This provision is applicable even if ad- 
ministrative proceedings already are under way, thus providing 
emergency protection pending the outcome of any proceeding. 


—Provide for upgrading in bankruptcy proceedings the 


priority for debts owed livestock and poultry sellers by packers, 
market agencies or dealers subject to the act. 


As explained, "this would not affect the current priorities 


for wages and taxes owed, but would place obligations for 
livestock and poultry on a par with other priority obligations, 
such as mechanics liens " 


Another weakness, however, is that the Grassley bill would 


assure only a partial reimbursement of the losses to livestock 
producers, not complete restitution. Nor would it require cer- 
tified checks in payment, a provision that could have offset 
producer losses in the American Beef case. 


But Grassley feels his bill is a start. 


Grasso to OK 
Sales Tax Bill 


Hartford, Conn. (UPI) - Gov. 


Ella T. Grasso will sign the bill 
raising Connecticut's sales tax to 
77c, the nation's highest, without 
ceremony. 


The Democratic Legislature 


Thursday swiftly approved the 
increase, effective April 1, after 
suspending normal legislative 
procedures to push it through.

NEWSPAPER! 
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Nazi 'Master Race9 Results Less Than Expected 


ByMiltFreudenheim 
(|t) Chicago Daily Newt 
Pahs — Alycia Sosinska was a 


7-year-old blue-eyed blonde 
when the Nazis took her from 
her mother in Lodz, Poland, to 
help build the "master race." 


She is one of thousands of 


Eastern Europeans now in their 
mid-30s and early 40s who live 
with nightmare memories of the 
Nazi maternity program known 
as "Lebensborn." Dozens of 
these "Aryan" victims of the 
twisted racial theories of Adolf 
Hitler and Heinrich Himmler 
wqre interviewed for a new 
documentary film, "Of Pure 
Bl«od," to be shown soon on 
public television in the United 
States. 


Alycia's name was changed to 


Alice Sosinger. The child was 
talen to a Nazi "boarding 
school" at Dlenau with other 
Polish girls believed to have the 
correct shape of head, nose and 
facial bone structure to qualify. 


"One day they told us, 'you 


will bring into the world two or 
three good Germans of the race, 
and then you will disappear', 
we constantly received shots. I 
think today that these were hor- 
mone injections to hurry us 
more quickly to the age ol 
puberty 


"The other girls, Polish, 


Czech, Hungarian, and I think 
also Romanian, were submitted 
to the same treatment," Alycia 
said. (Russian and Yugoslav 
children were similarly ab- 
ducted.) 


Marc Hillel, a blue-eyed, 


straight-nosed French Jew with 
a red beard, and his blonde, 
blue-eyed English wife Clarissa 
Henry, spent three years 
tracking down survivors of the 
bizarre Lebensborn experiment. 
Sent to Safety 
Both Hillel and his wife were 


sent to safety as children during 
World War n. He was smuggled 
from France across the 
Pyrenees into Spain. She was 
rescued when a Nazi submarine 
torpedoed a Red Cross ship 
carrying British children to 
Araer-ica during the 1940 air bat- 
tle of Britain. 


Hillel, 47, is a well-known 


journalist and author who 
covered the Eichmann trial for 
Le Figaro and Europe One 
Radio. Clarissa Henry, 36, was a 
stage and film actress in London 
and Berlin. She speaks fluent 
French and German 


To persuade some of the 


former chiefs of the Nazi race 
program to see them, she 
represented herself as a product 
of a Lebensborn ("fountain of 
life") materaitv home 


Their film is being televised all 


over Europe, frequently la conn- 
triei where national officials hid 
refused to discuss or produce the 
Lebensbora records — a taboo 
subject still, 30 years after the 
end of World War n. A book on 
their findings is a bestseller in 
Prance and is being translated 
into English, Polish, Italian and 
other languages. McGraw-Hill is 
the U.S. publisher. 


"The Polish government es- 


timated 250,000 children were 
taken to Germany," Hillel said. 
"No one knows exact figures, 
because names, birth dates and 
birth places were changed. The 
younger ones now speak only 
German and have blocked 
everything from their minds." 


East European children who 


had dark eyes and hair or 
"Slavic" features were rejected. 
Warsaw officials estimated 2.- 
250,000 Polish children were 
killed, including 800,000 Jewish 
children. 


Hillel and his wife talked to 


Alycia Sosinska in her two-room 
flat in a house in Lodz. She is one 
of the few kidnap victims who 
look even slightly "Nordic" 
today. 


"We wondered if they had 


succeeded in creating their 
master race," Clarissa Henry 
said. They interviewed 60 per- 
sons in two categories — East 
Europeans who were taken away 
as blond children, and Germans 
and other North Europeans born 
in Lebensborn centers for racial- 
ly pure procreation. 
Few Meet Standards 
"Of the 60, only 5 would meet 


their idiotic standards today," 


she said. "The rest have hair 
that turned dark or are too short 
or have faces completely unlike 
the Nazi ideas of beauty." 


Alycia showed them the small 


white scars on her neck and left 
hand put there, probably with 
dry ice, as identity marks. Now 
43, she has reddish-blond hair 
and a thin face. She wears 
eyeglasses. 


She works in a factory, is 


divorced has a daughter of 14, 
and no longer speaks German. 
"Our mothers were told they 
could bang their heads against 
the wall, but they could never 
see us again," she recalls. 


But after the Nazi defeat she 


was reunited with her mother, 
after much hesitation. She 
feared she was being taken from 
her German family to yet 
another nightmare institution. 


"She agreed to the interview 


because she wanted to know 
about our findings," Hillel said. 
"But it was very upsetting. 
Finally she stopped, saying, 'I'd 
rather not say any more'." 


The Hillels also talked to 


Polish parents whose children 
refuse to return. Mrs. Ewer- 
towska in Rogozno near Poznan 


remembers the September mor- 
ning in 1943 when three men in 
long leather coats took little 
Eugenia from the house. 


Her daughter was renamed 


Irene Wert After the war, "The 
German family (who later 
adopted her) hid her for hours in 
the bathroom. My child was 
hidden endlessly when the 
Polish repatriation commission 
men came. She never came 
back." 


Irene is 40 now. "She doesn't 


want to hear about her mother," 
Hillel found. "She has been Ger- 
manized, is married and has two 
children of her own. 


"I feel nothing for that 


woman," she told Hillel. "What 
do they still want of me? They 
keep bothering me, these men 
there. I want to be left in peace, 
understand?" 
"...Write Me" 
The mother, who is 67, wrote, 


"Dear Irene, you are still going 
to weep in your life since you 
don't want to write to your 
mother. Write me at least one 
letter before I die. . ." 


Himmler's elite back-uniform 


SS troops set up Lebensborn 
maternity homes all over Ger- 
many and in France, Belgium, 
Luxembourg, Austria, Holland, 
Norway and Czechoslovakia. 


Racially approved girls, in- 


cluding moonstruck teen-agers 
of 14 and 15 made pregnant by 
SS troopers, came to the homes 
to have their babies. The Hillels 
found a three-minute sequence 
from a Nazi propaganda film 
showing hundreds of infants 
crowded on a table like squir- 
ming guinea pigs. 


The Nazis believed that a race 


of tall blond Germans would 
rule Europe, replacing the 
"Slave" peoples they were exter- 
minating in gas ovens and by 
firing squads. 


The Lebensborn 
race 


experiments, led by Himmler 
who went broke in pre-Hitier 
days as a chicken farmer, are 
almost never mentioned in 
serious German publications, 
Hillel found. They are fic- 
tionalized in pornographic 
literature, however. 


"We found French and 


English-language reports which 
stated that Lebensborn homes 
were human breeding farms. 
But no documentary proof exists 
on this. 


"Sympathetic Germans of the 


older generation insist the 
homes were simply charitable 
institutions to help mothers of il- 
legitimate babies." 


The Hillels managed to film 


Dr. Gregor Ebner, one of the 
leaders of the Lebensborn 
headquarters near Munich. But 
he has suffered a stroke and was 
unable to speak. His wife was 
one of those providing the 
"charitable institution" explana- 
tion. 


Some of the children born in 


the homes are haunted by the 
"mystery" of their origin. After 
Belgian television showed the 
film, letters asking for informa- 
tion arrived at the studio. But 
Hillel said police authorities 
prevented any follow-up in- 
vestigation. 


West German television, 


which rarely broadcasts repor- 
ting on the Nazi period by non- 
Germans, will show the Hillel- 
Henry film next Sunday.

You slip the dirty dishes into the 


automatic washer. The detergent is an oil 
product like those used for the family 
wash.

less a plastic than the rain cape and um- 
brella beside it. 


Big Contribution 
There, waiting patiently in the garage, 


sits your big contribution to the nation's 
energy problems — the family car. 


About one-third of the 17 million barrels 


of oil consumed daily in the U.S. goes into 
gasoline for private automobiles. If you're 
a typical American, you'll burn up 596 to 
600 gallons in a year. The crankcase holds 
about five quarts of oil, and working parts 
are lubricated with oil-based products. 


Your car is virtually a plastic cocoon. 


Within the last decade or so, the amount of 
plastic in a typical car has soared from 25 
pounds to 150 pounds. Plastic turns up in 
chrome-coated grills and trim, battery 
cases, exterior finishes, seat coverings, 
dashboards, interior walls, floor coverings, 
seat belts, knobs, distributor caps, tire cor- 
ds, flexible tubing and brake linings. 


Petrochemicals are responsible for the 


synthetic rubber tires, battery cells, anti- 
freeze liquid, gasoline and motor oil ad- 
ditives and the thin safety glass interlayer. 


Out the driveway and down the street 


you go, riding ever a smooth asphalt 
paving, born in a refinery. With only a few 
minutes to catch the commuter train, you

nervously chew gum. Like many candle* 
and confections, it contains petroleum 
wax. 


You pick up a morning newspaper. The 


paper was made with sulphur, an impurity 
scrubbed from crude oil. The ink was made 
with oil-derived carbon black. 


Diesel fuel pushes your commuter train 


as you settle down in the plastic seat, 
adjust your plastic-rimmed glasses and 
read about the nationwide energy debate. 


Finally, you arrive at work. It's difficult 


to conceive of any modern occupation not 
dependent on energy. Energy was the key 
to the industrial revolution as labor-saving 
machines replaced human sweat. Today, 
oil and natural gas provide much of the 
push to collect raw materials, make 
finished products, send salesmen on jet 
flights, keep computers humming and 
move goods to consumers. 


Let's say you work in a typical downtown 


office. 


Plastic is everywhere: in the telephone, 


drapes, tile, carpeting, pens and pencils, 
knobs on 'typewriters and business 
machines, file tabs, upholstery, ashtrays, 
skylights, plastic-bonded wood paneling. 
The list is endless. 


Petro-Energy Role 
In factories, the role of petro-energy is 


even more intensive. U.S. industrial output 
would collapse without lubricating oils, 
greases, solvents, adhesives, films, 
hydraulic fluids, explosives and hosts of 
other specialized products. 


Huge industries, relying on oil and gas 


for raw materials, are among the fast- 
growing sectors of the economy. 


Plastics are a fascinating 'story. Then- 


surge since World War 0 is nothing short of 


phenomenal. Over the last two decades, 
the industry grew by an average of 10 to 
12% annually. Before shortages hit In 1(73, 
the growth rate for some plastics was up to 
20%. Less than 1.5% of all oil and gas goes 
into plastics, but these sources account for 
95% of all plastic materials. 


With the workday over, you reverse the

Home at last, away from the pressure.

Washington (AP) — More than 


100 Democratic congressmen 
appealed to the House Ways and 
Means Committee chairman 
Saturday to reject an increase in 
gasoline taxes.

Revenue for more energy 


research and development 
should not come from "over- 
taxed middle and lower income 
groups," they said, but from 
closing tax loopholes for the 
energy industry.

Folks Broke But Having One Last Fling, One Last Fling, One

(0 New York Times 
Las Vegas - Maybe It's 


whistling past graveyards, but in 
these days of deep recession 
millions of Americans have been 
indulging themselves at the 
nation s winter playgrounds as if 
there were no tomorrow. 


In record or near-record 


numbers, they are gambling in 
Las Vegas, swimming and 
soaking up the sun in Miami 
Beach and Hawaii, frolicking on 
the rides at Southern California's 
Disneyland or testing the 
Colorado ski slopes. 


And they are doing all those 


things despite any number of 
respected national polls and sur- 
veys that have depicted con- 
sumers in recent months as 
extremely reluctant to spend on 
big-ticket items, a finding more 
than borne out by the slumping 
sales of automobiles and major 
household appliances. 


Record Year 
"They may be reluctant to buy 


a car, but with respect to 
tourism and pleasures, it would 
appear that people are not 
denying themselves," said Phil 
Hannifin of the Nevada Gaming 
Control Board, which oversees 
the state's leading industry 
gambling. "The months of 
January and February have been 
good and- our estimates are that 
this will be a record year." 


Here in this desert gambling 


capital, Don Payne, director of 
the Las Vegas News Bureau, 
which promotes the city's tourist 
and convention business, shook 
his head in bewilderment. 


"In December I would have 


said it was the one-last-fling syn- 
drome," he said, "but they came 
back to take one last fling in 
January and again in February 
and they're still coming. We 
haven't seen any signs of any 
people pulling in their horns 
because of the recession." 


A Syndrome? 
"If we didn't listen to national 


television we wouldn't know 
that there was an economic 
problem in this country," added 
John Reible, his assistant. "I 
still think the escape syndrome 
has a lot to do with it," he 
added. 


In Las Vegas most visitors 


questioned marveled at the 
resoff s thriving business. 


*"K really doesn't look like a

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General Changing Brazil to More Open Society

Rio de Janeiro — President 


Ernesto Giesel, 66, a stern-faced 
conservative general who never 
meets the press and rarely 
speaks in public, is slowly but 
noticably altering Brazil. 


Working from a tiny second 


floor office overlooking modern 
Brasilia, Geisel has made 
changes in his first year in office 
that were considered impossible 
during the administrations of 
other generals who have run the 
country since the military took 
over in 1964. 


They include an almost com- 


plete reversal in foreign policy, a 
much touted "political opening" 
at home, and a commitment to 
attempt to redirect the 
economy. 


Almost immediately after 


Geisel's inauguaration last 
March 15, he began reversing 
foreign policy. Brazil recognized 
China last year and switched 
from neutrality in the Mideast to 
applauding the Arabs who 
provide most of the country's 
oil. He also switched from a pro- 
Portuguese stance to one sup- 
porting its African colonies. 


Geisel, who was selected for 


the presidency by the military, 
increased trade withv socialist 


President Ernesto Geisel 


countries, criticized the U.S. 
foreign trade bill and decreed 
that Brazil has "no automatic 
alliances." 


His most publicized effort is 


his gradual "political opening" 
(f relaxing of the tight political 
control the military has exer- 
cised since 1964. 


It started with a relatively 


open campaign for the Nov. IS, 
1974,., elections. The pro- 
government Alliance 
for 


National Renewal and the only 
legal opposition party, the 
Brazilian Democratic Move- 
ment, were allowed free access 
to the public and both were 
governed by impartially ad-

regulations. 


When the opposition party 


won its first strong toehold in 
parliament, Geisel accepted, 
even lauded, the results and 
scotched rumors that he would 
simply close Congress as his 
predecessors had done. 


Government censorship of 


newspapers ended last year in 
favor of self censorship, and 
papers began feeling their way 
by printing criticisms of the 
government, allegations of tor- 
ture and unoptimistic economic 
news. 


By no definition, however, is 


there total political freedom. A 
congressman was jailed for 
calling visiting Chilean junta 
leader Augustq Pinochet a 
"fascist", and ttie government 
made a big brouhaha out of 
arresting a member of the out- 
lawed Communist party. 


Editors are still being thrown 


in jail but where before there 
was silence now the arrests are 
reported in the papers and 
criticized publicly. 


Laerte Vieira, opposition 


leader in the Chamber of 
Deputies, told UPI "President 
Geisel's great merit in his first 


year in government was the 
restoration of public debate." 
He added that "Geisel is also 
showing a greater sensibility and 
preoccupation with social 
problems..." 


Geisel's economic policies do 


differ from those of his 
predecessors. Replying to 
criticism of an uneven distribu- 
tion of the wealth in Brazil, the 
previous administration's motto 
was "you have to make the cake 
before you can divide it." 


Geisel, in his latest develop- 


ment plan, has committed 
himself to "divide the cake while 
it is growing." 


He has promised a low income 


housing plan aimed at getting 
people out of the slums that dot 
the country and has reorganized 
the formula for granting 
nationwide pay increases. 


The new formula, based on 


the rise in the cost of living plus 
other expense factors, is 
"unjust," according to a young 
economist, "but it is less unjust 
than the old one." 


One of Geisei's most stunning 


moves came earlier this month 
when he released information on 
27 opponents of the government 
who have been listed as missing.

Cambodian Khmer Rouge in Three Years 
Tiny Communist Movement 
Now Virtual Government 


It Never Rains on Golf Course 


By Matt Franjola 
Phnom Penh (AP) — In the 


past three years the Khmer 
Rouge has grown from a tiny 
Communist movement to a vir- 
tual government that now con- 
trols 80% of Cambodia's land 
and 40',i of its people. It has 
brought the Lon Nol government 
to the brink of defeat. 


Not much is known of the 


Khmer Rouge — which means 
Red Cambodians. But they are 
said to be rigidly Communistic, 
distrustful of foreigners, 
ruthless, dynamic and capable of 
bringing Cambodia's easygoing 
culture and society more into 
line with China's. 


The Khmer Rouge's chief 


enemy was Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk when he was the 
nation s leader. But they became 
allies after he was ousted in 
March 1970 and took up exile in 
Peking. 


When the Indochina war first 


spread to Cambodia, the in- 
surgents consisted of pro- 
Sihanouk forces, old-line Com- 
munists, Marxist romantics and 
elements who opposed the right- 
wing government Lon Nol had 
set up in Phnom Penh 


At that time, the North Viet- 


namese and Viet Cong were in 
the forefront of the fight in Cam- 
bodia. 


During a two-year North Viet- 


namese occupation of large 
areas of the country, about 5,000 


Cambodians who went to North 
Vietnam after the French defeat 
in Indochina in 1934 returned 
fully trained to take over the 
organization of the Khmer 
Rouge. 


North Vietnamese troops kept 


the Phnom Penh army at bay 
while in rear areas insurgents 
with the Hanoi-trained Cam- 
bodians began to control the 
population and recruit, form and 
train an army. 


According to scores of 


refugees interviewed, life for the 
people in Khmer Rouge areas 
did not begin to change until 
North Vietnamese troops began 
leaving to prepare for their 
Easter offensive in South Viet- 
nam in 1972. Slowly life became 
regimented. 


Best known among the Khmer 


Rouge leaders is Khieu 
Samphan. 44, a former Sihanouk 
official and National Assembly 
deputy who was sentenced to 
death by Sihanouk and now is 
deputy premier, commander in 
chief and minister of defense in 
the Khmer Rouge government 


Since 1970 many of the fac- 


tions within the insurgent move- 
ment have been eliminated, and 
the tightly knit Communist party 
of Cambodia has become domi- 
nant. Battles between factions 
have been reported, but the 
Communists have gained control 
of the movement, and they have 
party members in charge of 
every region, sector, province 
and most districts. 


As part of the consolidation, 


pro-Sihanouk elements are being 
eliminated or absorbed. 
Sihanouk himself has said that if 
he comes back it will only be as a 
figurehead. 


The roots of Cambodia's Com- 


munist movement go back to 
1951 and the People's party. The 
Communists trace their history 
in three stages: 1951-54 a 
political-armed struggle against 
the French; 1954-67 a political 
struggle against Sihanouk; and 
1967 the, armed struggle 
resumed. 


After their reorganization in 


September 1972, the insurgents 
began to commumze the collec- 
tivize the countryside while at 
the same time launching their 
first all-Cambodian offensive. It 
almost toppled the Phnom Penh 
governemnt. The drive was 
stopped by U.S. bombing which 
ended on Aug. 15, 1973. 


Chim Sao, 29, a watch repair- 


man in Kompong Cham 
Province was one such refugee. 


"The people are separated 


into all kinds of groups, Chinese, 
Vietnamese, Cambodians, 
women, farmers and youths," he 
said. 


"Each group has a president. 


Everyone wears black. Monks 
work in the fields during the day 
and can pray at night. Marriage 
is prohibited until age 35. Travel 
from village to village requires a 
permit and people are taken 
away for minor infractions of 
rules and never seen again."

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Drinkers Not So 
Hot on Coffee ? 


(c) New York Times 
New Yafr - The idea that a 


cup of coffee can be a warm 
stimulating experience is 
stimulating fewer people to in- 
dulge in it these days. More 
Americans, particularly young 
Americans, are downing cold 
drinks, on the run, and when 
they do want coffee, research 
has found, they want it instantly 
and without caffeine. 
, 


Coffee consumption has 


dropped to its lowest point in the 
24-year period that such records 
have been kept - 2.25 cups per 
person per day, down from its 
peak of 3.12 cups tat 1962. And in 
the industry, now busy planning 
a promotional campaign, 
manufacturers are branching 
into decaffeinated and instant 
varieties that have increased in 
popularity, despite the coffee 
slump. 


According to the most recent 


survey sponsored by the Inter- 
national Coffee Organization, 
which studied coffee drinking in 
the United States on a typical 
winter day last year, the con- 
tinuous "erosion" in consump- 
tion since 1962 reflects a two- 
fold "problem": "relatively 
fewer persons are drinking 


coffee, and those who do drink 
that beverage are imbibing 
somewhat fewer cups per day." 


The report concluded that 


"the first problem appears to be 
of greater magnitude than the 
se|ond," and noted that people 
incvery occupational group have 
contributed to the decline, as 
have people in all age groups, 
although "the largest decreases 
since 1962 have occurred among 
persons 15-39 years of age." 


Only with apparent reluctance 


do the manufacturers say they 
realize stfme abstainers may be 
motivated by *_ concern for 
health — illustrated by the 
growing interest in natural foods 
these days. 


While recent scientific studies 


have linked caffeine to symp- 
toms of nervous tension, 
spokesmen for coffee companies 
all stress that concern over the 
effects of caffeine on the heart, a 
different problem, has been 
shown in other studies to be un- 
founded. 


"Anyone who drinks too much 


coffee is foolish," a statistician 
at the Pan American Coffee 
Bureau said. "But then anyone 
who drinks too much milk is sur- 
ely foolish, too."

ho is Rock Hudson's secret lover? 
What does Muhammad Ali's ex- 
wife think of him? Where does 
Joe Namath usually hang out? 


In a private conversation on April 23, 
1963, what did two AVCO executives 
say about Gerald Ford? 


The answers can be found in those 


celebrated files which the FBI, CIA and 
other government agencies maintain. 
Federal agents avidly collect gossip 
about the sexual habits, financial affairs, 
personal friendships and political be- 
liefs of law-abiding Americans. The ac- 
cumulated data are squirreled away 
in filing cabinets all over Washington. 


When I first revealed the existence of 


these files years ago, official spokesmen 
solemnly denied that the government 
pried into the private lives of noncrimi- 
nals. My sources, therefore, brought me 
photocopied excerpts from the forbid- 
den files. I have made these available to 
the Select Senate Committee which is 
now investigating the investigators. 


The photocopies provide irrefutable 


proof that several government agencies 
have abused their investigative powers. 
To illustrate how the government gos- 
sip mill operates, here are highlights 
from the files. I have carefully omitted 
derogatory information unless the vic- 
tim gave his consent: 


MUHAMMAD AL1 


• The FBI men had little interest in 


boxing champ Muhammad Ali while 
he was Cassius Clay. It was his conver- 
sion to the Nation of Islam that aroused 
them. Sonji Clay, his ex-wife, was con- 
tacted by FBI agents at her residence. 
They reported afterward: "She advised 
that Clay would comply with any direc- 
tive of the NOI in that he is an absolute 
Ji'ind follower of Elijah Muhammad 
I the Black Muslim leader)." If you can 
believe the FBI files, by the way, the 
celebrated feud between Muhammad 
Ali and joe Frazier must be pure theat- 
rics. For in October, 1968, the G-men 
investigated an application on which 
Muhammad Ali cited as a reference 


.,, "Joe Frazier (boxer)." 
? 
• The most trivial incident can set 


£ the government's investigative machin- 
5 ery in motion. The Secret Service files 
< show, for example, that a friend brought 
^ ofror Rock Hudson to the late President 
a Lyndon Johnson's ranch in August, 
% 1965. 'They requested a meeting with

Mrs. Johnson and a tour of the rancn," 
reported the Secret Service. But be- 
cause the actor's friend was considered 
slightly unsavory, "she did not meet 
with them upon our advice, and they 
departed a short time later." Hudson's 
wholly innocent appearance at the LBJ 
Ranch, however, led to a Secret Service 
investigation. The FBI was contacted 
and sent back a report, which began: 
"Rock Hudson has not been the subject 
of an FBI investigation. During 1965, 
however, a confidential informant re- 
ported. ..." There followed an account 
of the actor's sexual affairs. 


• In 1971, an underground news- 


paper quoted comedian Groucho Marx 
as making a crack about assassinating 
President Nixon. Groucho immediately 
disowned the statement. "I deny every- 
thing," he said, "because I never tell 
the truth. I lie about everything I do or 
say—about men, women or any other 
sex." Yet the comedian, then 80, was- 
assigned file number CO 23970009205 
and listed as a threat to the President. 


• Another comedian, Tony Randall, 


shot off his mouth in Philadelphia about 
President Johnson's war policies in1968. 
Congressman James Byrne (D., Pa.) an- 
grily telephoned the Secret Service to 
ask whether "the derogatory language 
used by Tony Randall in connection 
with the President" violated the law. 
The comedian's comment, of course, 
had been quite legal. But the Secret 
Service investigated him anyhow. Once 
again, the FBI contributed what it knew 
about him. The worst the FBI could re- 
port was that 'Tony Randall was one of 
several individuals who appeared at a 
Read-In for Peace in Vietnam in New 
York City." 


• The CIA tipped off the FBI that 


the controversial author, James Bald- 
win, "arrived at Istanbul, Turkey, from 
Athens, Greece, via Air France on July 
13, 1969." This was followed by a sub- 
sequent CIA report which merely 
quoted an interview Baldwin gave to 
"Milliyet, a daily newspaper published 
m Istanbul, Turkey." Baldwin talked 
about his 45th birthday, about the open 
beauty of Turkey. He cited the contrast 
to New York City where he had felt he 
was "drowning amongst the cement 
blocks without being able to see the sky 
and the sea." Yet this harmless inter- 
view was treated with such secrecy that 


the FBI referred to the CIA mysteriously 
as "NY T-1" and stamped the news- 
paper quotations "SECRET—NO FOR- 
EIGN DISSEMINATION." 


• The CIA, quoting "a source of un- 


known reliability," also alerted the FBI 
that a group of South African exile stu- 
dents was forming an organization to 
aid needy students. The students hung 
out at a Manhattan nightclub which was 
also patronized, according to this du- 
bious source, by "certain unnamed So- 
viets in the United Nations." Another 
informant said the student group was 
"organized by [singers] Harry Bela- 
fonte and Miriam Makeba ... to solicit 
funds for South African students here 
in the United States." The FBI found all 
this highly suspicious, stamped it "Se- 
cret" and dropped it into the Harry 
Belafonte folder. 


• Another time, the FBI sent former 


Presidential assistant H. R. Haldeman an 
urgent warning that the renowned con- 
ductor, Leonard Bernstein, planned to 
sneak a peace message into a "mass 
oratorium" at the Kennedy Center. As 
the FBI had it, Bernstein's Mass "will 
follow an antiwar theme, will be in 
Latin and sung by a choir at the dedica- 
tion ceremony. Important government 
officials, perhaps even the President, 
are expected to attend this ceremony, 
and it is anticipated they will applaud 
the composition without recognizing 
the true meaning of the words." As it 
turned out, Bernstein's Mass contained 
only one line that could be interpreted 
as antiwar—"Dona Nobis Pacem," or 
"Give Us Peace." But President Nixon 
played it safe and stayed away. 


• The Secret Service discovered that 


actress Jane Fonda on Dec. 10, 1970, 
had canceled another appearance and 
"was going to Killeen, Texas, for rea- 
sons unknown." This happened to coin- 
cide with a Lyndon Johnson visit to 
dedicate a college in Killeen. With great 
alarm, the Secret Service prepared to 
protect President Johnson from the tiny 
but turbulent actress. 


• The late Dr. .Martin Luther King's 


successor, Ralph Abernathy, threatened 
to quit in 1970, according to his FBI file, 
because "he had not been accorded the 
respect or cooperation to which, as 
president [of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference], he was rea- 
sonably entitled." He decided to stay 
on, however, after talking it over pri- 
vately with his wife. The FBI, astonish- 
ingly, knew all about this husband-wife 
conversation. Reports the FBI file: 
"While discussing with his wife the 
aforementioned comments, Abernathy 
said he could not resign" at that time, 
because he "could be accused of creat- 
ing organizational turmoil." The only 
way the FBI could have known about 
the discussion with his wife, Abernathy 
told my staff, was to have bugged his 
home.

Growing Pains Are Stretching 
Malcolm's Already Tight Budget 


By Betty Stevens 
What happens to a small town that 


grows 250% in a five-year period9 


What are the points of stress when per- 


sons who have moved out of the big city 
to escape urban problems find 
themselves caught up in even more acute 
situations? 


This is a story about Malcolm, a village 


12 miles northwest of Lincoln In 1970 the 
population was 130 Now it is 325, accor- 
ding to Ron DeLellis, chairman of the 
village board 


Its growth may be more accelerated, 


but not too unlike a half-dozen towns 
within 20 miles of the Capital City. 


Inquiries being reported by Malcolm 


residents indicate other Lancaster County 
villages may be experiencing similar 
problems 


Malcolm is a neighbor to Branched Oak 


Lake and is much closer than most of Lin- 
coln to the new Kawasaki plant 


The financial concerns that have 


developed with Malcolm's growth have 
been propelled into the courts 


Can a town go bankrupt7 Could it 


happen to Malcolm7 When you financial- 
ly obligate a citizenry for a long penod of 
time, do the people have a right to vote 
on that indebtedness7 


These are questions that caused some 


of the citizens of Malcolm to petition the 
Village Board to place an ordinance on 
the ballot that would limit the total 
amount of bonds issued by the city to no 
more than 35% of the total assessed value 
of the village. 


The Village Board rejected the or- 


dinance and voted not to place it on the 
Nov 5, 1974 ballot 


Last week, District Judge Herbert 


Rorun ruled on a suit filed by the State of 
Nebraska on behalf of Floyd Hudkins, a 
Malcolm resident, against Walter Sieck, 
Malcolm village clerk, that the clerk is 
required by state law to place the or- 
dinance on the ballot and hold a special 
election within 60 days. 


The Village Board has countered by 


filing a motion for a new trial, according

to Steven Burns, legal counsel for the 
plaintiffs. 


A few years ago, Floyd Hudkins sold a 


15-acre parcel of land to Lincoln 
Securities Co for development 


When Hudkins sold the land, he had a 


verbal agreement with the developer that 
there would be one house to each acre of 
land, Burns said 


Lincoln Securities has built 70 new 


houses on the northwest edge of the 
village in the $20,000 to $33,000 price 
range They sold — and sell — quickly 


Those houses have greatly overloaded 


both the sewer and water systems and 
brought a need for something more than 
dirt and graveled roads 


DeLellis said the indebtedness of the 


village is $185,000, of which $110,000 was 
spent for a paving project and $75,000 for 
a new water tower 


DeLellis did not mention some old 


debts that are recorded in the State 
Auditor s office 


Joe Hamm, director of audit review, 


said the total indebtedness against 


Malcolm is $246,000, not including ac- 
crued interest 


That total also includes a sewer bond 


dated Dec. 1, 1963, with an unpaid 
balance of $21,000; a water revenue bond 
dated Dec. 1, 1964, with an unpaid 
balance of $20,000; another water 
revenue bond dated Feb. 1,1972, with an 
unpaid balance of $20,000. 


According to the county assessor, the 


taxable valuation of Malcolm is $725,695 
The present bonded indebtedness against 
the village stands at nearly 34%, using 
Hamrn's figures 


DeLellis pointed out Malcolm has the 


lowest mill levy in Lancaster Co 


Special assessments of the paving, 


water and sewer districts are separate 
and in addition to property tax and village 
indebtedness, Burns said 


DeLellis said application has been 


made for a federal grant to update the 
sewage system which, if approved, will 
increase the village debt $15,000, which is 
12Vz% of the cost of the project 


Is that too much indebtedness7 
"It may be too much," DeLellis ad- 


mitted, "but we have to do this to accom- 
modate the growth we ve experienced " 


Burns sees it differently 
"The citizens of the village who are 


already there have to pay for the growth 
that is yet to come. This kind of expan- 
sion could wipe out a lot of our citizens 
who are on fixed incomes," Burns said. 


Bums said since the debt limitation 


case has gone to court many people who 
live in small towns around Lincoln have 
called to ask if village boards can enter 
into that kind of indebtedness without a 
vote of the taxpayers "We think the 
statutes say they can t," Burns said 


"It seems only reasonable to me that 


when you are going to obligate a people 
for a long penod of time and for a large 
amount of money, they should have a 
vome in that decision Thats what the 
suit means 
Burns said 


' And it ako seems to me that any 


village board would be glad to have their 
decisions reviewed by a vote of the 
people 
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Money Exon Tax Bill's Sole Purpose; 
Demise of Equalization Board in Offing

Money was the sole purpose of the tax 


bill Gov J J Exon presented to the 
Legislature The demise of his nemesis, 
the State Board of Equalization, was left 
for another day 


Before introduction of the bill, LB589, 


to increase the state income tax retroac- 
tively, the issues of who should set the tax 
and what the rate should be were in- 
tertwined. 


Exon chose to untwine them 
When the Exon tax bill was introduced, 


the death knell could be heard for legisla- 
tion that would give the taxing authority 
permanently to the Legislature instead of 
the State Board of Equalization 


I was unwilling to jeopardize the tax 


increase,' said Exon of his conscious 
decbion to separate the two matters 
That decision may have tost him a tac- 
tical advantage in winning support for his 
call to the Legislature to assume tax- 
setting authority, he granted 


"The reason I made the decision was 


that I did not want to give them 
(legislators) a chance to defeat the tax in- 
crease because they do not have the 
courage to set the taxes," he said 


Exon s bill raises the income tax from 


10'T- to U'c of the federal liability 
through an amendment to the law per- 
mitting the State Board of Equalization 
to set the rate In taking that approach, 
the Legislature faces only the narrow 
issue of setting the tax retroactively while 


continuing the authority to set taxes 
generally through the board 


Carsten Glad 


Revenue Committee Chairman Calvin 


Carsten of Avoca is among those law- 
makers who are glad Exon chose to 
divide the ra*e and setting questions The 
committee now will kill a bill that would 
give taxing power to the Legislature, 
Carsten speculated 


The author of that bill (LB167), 


Bellevue Sen. Frank Lewis, confirmed 
reports that the measure will die in com- 
mittee It had been held as a possible 
vehicle for the tax increase. 


Even with the committee apparently 


willing to strike the Lewis plan, Exon and 
the Bellevue senator are not willing to 
give up the broader issue of who sets the 
tax rate Both view the current session as 
the most politically advantageous time to 
bring about a change in taxing power 


A new bill might take the form of mere- 


Iv abolishing the board s power to set the 
Ux rate, Lewis said The result of such ac- 
tion would mean the 13% tax would not 
only be effective retroactively for all of 
1975, but it would also be the rate for 
1976 


The limited tax increase bill was not in- 


tended to allow the Legislature to duck 
the question of setting the tax rates," 
Exon said 


Burden on Unicam 


He is not going to permit the 


Legislature to avoid its responsibility for 


setting the tax rates through the 
traditional trapdoor in tne Revenue Com- 
mittee, he said If the committee kills 
the Lewis bill E<on has threatened to 
use his political muscle to have a new bill 
referred to a different committee 


In addition to lodging permanent taxing 


power with the Legislature, Exon and 
Lewis are attempting to untie the 50-50 
revenue-raising relationship between the 
sales tax and the intome taxes 


Tax Commissioner William Peters and 


Exon sav unt>mg the two sets of taxes is 
espeuallv important this year or the sales 
tax could go to 3'c in 1976 In the quest 
for the 13'o rate, the sales tax is 
dangerously close to the point of being 
automatically bumped by the law- 
providing the tax relationship 


An income tax rate of 131 barely 


provides a budget of $340 million to S345 
million Peters warned If the Legislature 
loses sight of keeping the budget down 
while dwelling of the tax rate, an even 
higher sales and or income tax will be 
needed, he said 


Peters mil confront the Revenue Com- 


mittee Mondav at a public heanng on the 
governor's tax package He said he will 
also tell the committee 131 is the 
minimum rate needed to finance the es- 
timated budget 


For Peters 
who also favors the 


Legislature b setting the tax, the Exon bill 
will solve his mam problem of keeping 
the state in the black

Omaha — Bill Fries, the brain and 


voice of C W McCall, never expected his 
"Old Home Fill 'er Up and Keep On A- 
Truckin' Cafe" commercials to become a 
pop single, let alone a nationwide hit 
leading to another single, an album and a 
five-year MGM recording contract 


But neither did he expect the now 


legendary ad campaign to create new folk 
heroes, put a town on the map, sell a 
prodigious amount of bread, and garner 
the ad industry's ne plus ultra Clio Award 
for Fries and his employer, Bozell & 
Jacobs. 


"It's been an amazing, phenomenal 


thing," said the congenial adman, 
relaxing in his office atop the fancy new 
Bozell & Jacobs office building - which 
could aptly be called the House that C.W. 
Built. 


"I've never seen anything like it in the 


advertising industry, and maybe it'll 
never happen again People write in fan 
letters for these commercials You usual- 
ly hear from the people who hate them." 


The statement is at once a boast and a 


confession of humble 
astonishment. 


Fnes, who has also penned such ads as 
the Union Pacific's "Great Big Rolling 
Railroad," is still trying to account for 
the Old Home series scissprlock on the 
imagination of Middle America. 


Might not the epic love affair of trucker 


CVV McCall, his dog Sloan, a sultry 
truckstop waitress named Mavis and her 
battie-ax mother provide a myth to fulfill 
the yearning of rootless America for an 
Old Home and family of its own9 


Why Not? 


Why not9 replies Fnes, noting with a 


trace of disbelief that a graduate student 
at the University of Missouri is writing his 
dissertation on the psychological impact 
of C W and Maws 


'Some of it was thought out, but not all 


that seriously," Fnes said of the cam- 
paign's appeal But he definitely had 
several things in mind when he wrote the 
ads, Fnes said 


Their walton', talkin' country music 


style was no random choice, for exam- 
ple. Fnes had noticed the increasing pop- 
ularity of country music,'which he says 
"kinda tells it like it is," and thought it 
would sell bread. 


Also, he said, the story line is a highly 


believable soap-opera slice (pun in- 
tended) of workaday American We with 
which a lot of people can identify. Careful 
attention was devoted to detail, such as 
dialect, slang and truck jargon Fnes has 
often gone dnving in his Jeep simply to 
overhear Uuckers rapping in cafes and 
shoot the breeze with them over his CB 
(citizens band) radio. 


Will success spoil C.W. McCall? Bill Fries (the real McCall) 
cast his Old Home Bread upon the water and it brought him 
fan mail, a Clio and a new life as a recording star. 


Place names, dumpy truck-stop decor 


and costumes were all preserved or 
reproduced with loving detail Casting 
was critical Fries credits actors Jim 
Fmlavson (in reality an adman from 
Tyler Tex ) and Jeame Capps (a Dallas 
housewife) with a tremendous job of 
making themselves believable" as C W 
and Mavis (both, however, only mouth 
words spoken by Fnes) 


All the spots were shot on location in 


Texas, Minnesota and Iowa. For "super 
authenticity," the latest three were 
filmed in none other than Pisgah, Iowa 
(pop. 250), a burg made famous by the 
earlier dnve-in movie episode. 


"The town just literally came unglued 


at the mention of being in a commercial," 
Fnes said "The whole town got involved. 
They like to say it's the biggest thing 
that's happened to Pisgah since Hell's 
Angels came through " 


The only flaw in credibility 


demonstrated how closely the ads are 
watched It cropped up when 10-wheel 
trucks were used instead of 18-wheelers 


None of the bigger ngs were available 


for filming, explained Fnes, who knows 
the difference But truck drivers were 
quick to write and point out the dis- 
crepancy between word and image, he 
said, adding a plea for a little artistic 
license

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Bus Fare Subsidy 
Error Correction 
Tangled in LB443

The idea was simple enough in 


the beginning. 


Lincoln city 
government 


wanted the 1975 Legislature to 
pass a bill correcting a 1974 error 
that eliminated Lincoln from a 
state subsidy program allowing 
elderly persons to ride city buses 
for 10* 


That proposal, LB443, was 


amended last week by Lincoln 
Sen. Steve Fowler's Urban Af- 
fairs Committee so that it will 
set up within the State Roads 
Dept. an agency to subsidize and 
help administer public transpor- 
tation programs on a statewide 
basis. 


Lincoln city government is 


still supporting the measure in 
the hope that provisions for the 
new transportation agency will 
not create strong opposition to 
LB443 — opposition which city 
officials saw as nonexistent 
when the bill was drafted to cor- 
rect last year's subsidy error 


The proposal for the new 


agency apparently is the result of 
efforts by the State Office of 
Planning and Programming and 
the State Commission on Aging, 
among others 


The amended bill, now called 


the Nebraska Public Transporta- 
tion Act of 1975, assigns the 
Roads Dept. responsibility for 
coordinating public transporta- 
tion activities throughout the 
Curtis: 
Senate 
To OK 
Tax Cut 


Special to Sunda\ Journal and Star 
Washington — The massive 


tax reduction package approved 
by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee will pass the Senate 
• without any close contests" 
after a lengthy floor debate. U S. 
Sen Carl Curtis predicted Satur- 
day 


The Nebraska Republican 


said: "I expect to oppose and 
tote against the bill while also 
doing everything I can to make it 
sound as inequitable as I see it 
when individual (tax reduction) 
amendments come up." The 
Senate will begin floor debate on 
Tuesday. 


Curtis was one of two finance 


committee members to vote 
agdin^ the bill which was sent to 
tne full Senate on Friday He 
also voted against a number of 
amendments, including one 
providing substantial tax wind- 
ialls for three ailing corporations 
— Lockheed. Pan American 
Airways and Chrysler. 


The \eteran legislator dis- 


puted the argument that the bill 
is an anti-recession, tax-cut 
measure, asserting that, if 
anything, it will fuel future 
recessionary fires 


"It went too far," he said, 


"and in the long pull it is a reces- 
sion bill." 


He said the tax cut legislation 


was almost twice the size 
recommended by the President, 
with about $16 or $18 billion of 
the cut in the nature of a perma- 
nent reduction of taxes. 


"This means.' 
Curtis un- 


derscored, "a large deficit not 
only this year but in future years 
unless Congress does something 
about it I believe that our infla- 
tion problem is most serious and 
is interrelated to the recession " 


state, providing technical 
assistance to local officials and 
administering federal and state 
financial programs relating to 
public transportation. 


The bill also would establish a 


financial assistance program to 
subsidize operating costs of 
public transportation 
systems 


throughout Nebraska. 


General Fund Money 
The money to pay such sub- 


sidies would come from the 
state's general fund, although a 
separate appropriations bill to 
finance the program is yet to be 
submitted to the Legislature. 


Any city, county or transit 


authority which operates or con- 
tracts for public transportation 
service would be eligible for the 
subsidy. 


The proposed transportation 


act also sets a 10« limit on the 
public-transit fare which could 
i>e charged elderly persons. To 
qualify for the reduced fare, a 
person would have to be 65 years 
old (only 62 if he or she is 
receiving Social Security 
benefits) 


Lincoln Corporation Counsel 


Ralph Nelson, who acts as the 
city's lobbyist in the Legislature, 
says he doesn't want the new 
transportation agency idea to in- 
terfere with passage of the fare- 
subsidy measure he initially took 
to the Capitol. 


At last week's hearing on the 


measure before the Urban Af- 
fairs Committee, 
Nelson 


testified in support of the bill, 
qualifying Lincoln's support by 
pointing out that the immediate 
concern is with the subsidy for 
elderly bus riders. 


"We appreciate a statewide 


transportation administration," 
Nelson says, "but it looked to 
me that all it (amended LB443) 
was going to do was frustrate our 
efforts to correct the subsidy 
defect in last year's bill " 


Plenty of Time 
With the 1975 legislative ses- 


sion just at the halfway point in 
its maximum 90-day life, Nelson 
thinks there is still plenty of tune 
to achieve passage of the 
amended version of LB443 — in- 
cluding both the subsidy wanted 
by the Capitol City and the new 
agency sought by state officials. 


Supporters of the proposed 


transportation agency appear to 
have succeeded in maneuvering 
representatives of both Lincoln 
and Omaha into the position of 
having to support the agency 
idea, since it is tied to the sub- 
sidy both cities want for their 
bus systems. 


Meanwhile, Lincoln goes on 


paying for its fare-subsidy 
program with federal revenue- 
sharing money. 


Since last July, Lincoln has 


spent approximately $3.300 per 
month to provide 10? bus fares 
during nonpeak hours for low- 
income persons over 65 


If the city is to be reimbursed 


for that expenditure, LB443 will 
have to be passed with the 
emergency clause so that it can 
go into effect before the one- 
year appropriation passed by the 
1974 Legislature lapses on June 
30

Freshmen Senators View Unicameral 


Too Much but Too Little Time

hard to come by. Debate 
stretches out Yet, sometimes, 
the legislative process is too easy 
and bills move too quickly. 


Those are laments of some 


freshmen lawmakers in the 
Unicameral. 


Interviews with seven of the 


dozen new state senators 
revealed some things bother 
them, but they still view the un- 
ique, single-chamber and non- 
partisan Nebraska Legislature as 
good government in action 


"I think it's probably one of 


the most effective legislative 
bodies in the United States," 
said Utica Sen. 
Douglas 


Bereuter. 


Bereuter, however, said he 


feels isolated from many of his 
legislative colleagues because he 
is on the Appropriations Com- 
mittee. 


That panel usually works 


afternoons five days a week. 
Bereuter, the only freshman on 
that budgeting panel, lamented 
lack of time for contact with 
fellow legislators not on that 
committee 


school aid has been a decade- 
long project, there are other bills 
that may stream through the 
Unicameral too quickly, accor- 
ding to Koch. 


"Possibly the Unicameral, in 


some cases, acts too rapidly," he 
said As a result, he noted, some 
legislation is poorly prepared.

Nichol joined Stoney in 


suggesting

sometimes could be shorter. The 
Scottsbluff lawmaker suggested 
a five-minute limitation on floor 
speeches rather than 10 minutes. 


Summing up as well as anyone 


the strengths and weaknesses of 
the Unicameral, Nichol voiced 
the overriding analyses by 
freshmen. 


"It's expeditious," he said. 


"Likewise, it might be too easy 
to get something done that's a 
sleeper.' 


Right-Er, Privilege—To Work 


Nebraska's status as one of the nation's "right to work" 


states became an intriguing part of dialog last week regarding 
two pieces of legislation. 


But neither of the measures involved had anything directly 


to do with Nebraska's right-to-work status, a status that 
.prohibits so-called closed or union shops. 


The philosophical points raised regarding right to work v 


required solidarity in unionism, however, made debate on the 
two bills fascinating from this perspective. 


The right-to-work philosophy keys on the argument that 


nobody should be forced to join a union to work in a plant or 
business. 


The closed shop, as management terms it, or union shop, as 


organized labor prefers it, provides automatic solidarity (group 
bargaining power) because every nonsupervisory worker is 
required to be a union member soon after employment starts. 


The initial dialog that brought up Nebraska's right-to-work 


policy last week came in the Labor Committee. 


It popped up during consideration on LB546, a bill to repeal 


law allowing certain employer-employe contracts that stop 
postemployment competition. 


Noncompetitor 
Contracts now allowed in Nebraska require an employe to 


agree that, if an employe leaves a firm, he or she will refrain 
from working with a competing firm in the same city or region 
for a certain period of time. 


One state senator said such contracts — which are used in 


broadcasting, insurance and some service industries — amount 
to a "condition of employment." 


In other words, the prospective employe knows he must 


sign or go elsewhere for work. 


The analogy, of course, is that in states without a right-to- 


work policy, employes must sign with a union in many cases or 
find employment somehwere else. 


A witness in the committee testifying for the repeal bill ac- 


tually brought up this state's right-to-work policy as one part of 
his argument for the bill. 


The Labor Committee voted 4-3 to send LB546 to the floor 


of the Unicameral, where it faces an uncertain future. 


The day after that Labor panel hearing, Omaha Sen. Ernest 


Chambers' LB429 came up for a vote and was killed at the initial 
floor debate stage. 


Integrated Bar 
Chambers' bill was a proposal to revise the Constitution of 


Nebraska so the so-called integrated (or unified) state bar 
association could be banned 


Chambers and like-minded state senators argued the in- 


tegrated bar, in effect, requires every attorney practicing in the 
state to join that association. 


Again arguments drawing analogies to the state's public 


policy on right to work were raised by the bill's supporters, but 
it was killed anyway, in a 27-17 vote. 


There were various contrasting arguments — cogently and 


sometimes even concisely advanced — against LB546 and LB429 
last week. The right to work analogies by no means were 
overriding factors in either debate. 


The analogies; however, do raise some questions about con- 


sistent public policy 


Is freedom to work (or seek employment unencumbered by 


restrictive agreements or membership policies) only for those 
subjected to the bandishments of organized labor? 


Unfettered Professionals 
If such freedom is valuable state policy regarding the 


manual laborer or low-paid public employe, is it not also 
valuable policy in the case of broadcasters, insurance agents and 
attorneys who might like partially unfettered professional lives' 


Answers to those questions are unlikely to come easily, nor 


is the inquisitive viewpoint offered here intended as a final 
analysis. 


The issue, however, opens a sort of Pandora's box regarding 


public policy on work and the consistency with which the state 
approaches the subject. 


Perhaps the first question that needs an answer is whether 


the right to work is a right or a privilege. 


State policy currently seems to be that it is a right for 


laborers, which benefits business by curbing union power, but a 
privilege for a few selected "professionals "

I 
would have preferred confining 
the bill to some relief for those 
of varied incomes who cannot 
make ends meet and the balance 
I would have used on business 
for things that really created 
jobs such as the investment tax 
credit." 


£urtis voted against some 


amendments 
that 
he 


acknowledged would have 
reduced taxes "but I felt we 
could not borrow money and 
enlarge the deficit in order to 
bnng tax relief" 


He voted against an additional 


$1 4 billion tax cut for cor- 
porations this year and against 
allowing corporations to carry 
back losses over eight prior 
years. He also opposed an ad- 
ditional $2 billion tax cut for in- 
dividuals that would have 
lowered most families' 1975 
federal income taxes by another 
$40. 


The Nebraskan voted to repeal 


the 10% excise tax on trudcs, 
buses, trailers and truck parts 
and for exclusion from the bill of 
an amendment to repeal the 22% 
oil depletion allowance.

the local campus of Southeast 
Community College. And so it's 
been for approximately a 
decade. 


Through the years at least 50 


enrollees from the oil-rich 


Asiatic nation have somehow 
found their way to dot-on-the- 
map Fairbury halfway around 
the world. The "recruitment" 
has been mostly friend-to-friend 
or word-of-mouth. 


It all began in the 1960's when 


a Fairbury alum, his identity un- 
certain, joined the government 
agricultural staff in Iran. 


"He sold one fellow on going 


way off to Nebraska to try us, 
and it's been one Iranian student 
after another ever since," 
explained C. L. (Red) Grovert, 
dean of students. "We've had a 


good number of foreign 
students, but Iran is at the top. 
We've had as many as 20 from 
that country at one time." 


A current example is 


Mashallah Hayati, president of 
the two-year college's Inter- 
national Club. In his rmd-20's 
like most of his colleagues, he 
and five long-time friends 
decided on Fairbury several 
years ago 


"Important to us was a small 


town, good people and low costs 
of living," he explained. "These 
things we heard about Fairbury. 
Also, because of difficult) in 


language, we need quiet for good 
study." 


Evidently the quiet persists, 


for Hayah's barely missed a 
perfect 4.0 grade average on the 
dean's last honor list. Right 
beside him was Ali Djamshidy, 
while four of their fellow coun- 
trymen did score perfection. 


Mohammad Ah' Afshari not 


only attained the 4.0 but copped 
the college's recent chess tour- 
nament and placed him in an all- 
school ping pong competition.

"Practically all have been fine 


students, most of them in 
engineering," said Grovert, who 
has been associated with the 
college since it reopened 
following World War O. 


"They're remarkably polite 


and well-behaved. Our only real 
problem with them is the peren- 
nial one of indoctrinating them 
in driving and insurance 
regulations." 


Mostly from middle-income 


families themselves, the 
collegians say their support of 
$150 to $200 a month usually 
comes from parents. One said he 
worked four years in a factory to 
save enough to enroll. 


A severe shortage of Iranian 


college facilities forces many 
young people to pursue their 
education in the United States 
and other countries. The 
Iranians say they all intend to 
return home after receiving 
four-year degrees. 


As their number here has 


grown, the visitors have gradual- 
ly been taken under wing by 
Fairbury families. The Leonard 
Smiths, Neil Daweses and Ralph 
Andreses are currently spon- 
soring the International Club. 


Special tutoring has come 


from Mrs. Rose Junker and 
Mary Thurber. Backing up 
Grovert as "unofficial 
counselors" are Campus Direc- 
tor Dr. Eugene Marcy and Mrs.

But now every department 
in a hotel is expected to 
be profitable, so that 
the minimums in the show 
rooms are raised in line 
with the salary of the 
name performers.

A growing number of 
performers can no longer 
fill the show rooms. There 
just aren't enough cus- 
tomers around who are 
willing to spend that much 
money for dinner and a 
show, no matter who's 
performing.

1973, eight Arab terror- 
ists murdered Cleo Noel 
Jr., the U.S. Ambassador 
to the Sudan, and two 
other diplomats. They 
were tried in a Sudanese 
court, found guilty, sen- 
tenced to life imprison- 
ment. The Sudan government 
then turned them over to 
the Palestine Liberation 
Organization to carry out 
the punishment. At this 
writing the eight are in 
Cairo apparently free. 


In July, 1973, two 


Palestinians and con- 
federates hijacked a 
Japanese jumbo jet from 
Amsterdam to Libya where 
they blew up the aircraft. 
After a year the hijackers 
were flown to Damascus and 
set free.

- Palestinians attacked the 


Athens airport in Greece 
with bombs and machine 
guns, killed four, wounded 
55. Sentenced to death by 
the Greek court, they 
subsequently had their 
sentence reduced to life 
in jail. On May 5, 1974, 
the Greek government 
threatened with more PLO 
terrorist attacks, ex- 
pelled the two Palestini- 
ans, who are now free. 


In September, 1972, 


eight Arab terrorists as- 
sassinated 11 members of 
the Israeli Olympic team 
in Munich. Five of the 
Arab gunmen were killed by 
police authorities, but 
three survived and were 
jailed to stand trial. 
Two months later two 
Palestinians hijacked a 
Lufthansa jet, threatened 
to blow it up, unless the 
three Arab prisoners were 
released. The West German 
government flew them to 
Libya where they were 
set free. 


Acapulco police force 
were recently stripped of 
their arms and confined to 
barracks. Gov. Israel 
Nogueda of Guerrero, 
charged with defrauding a 
government agency of fl.4 
million, has gone into 
hiding. Over the years 
dozens of Mexican offi- 
cials have been accused of 
bribery and fraud, but 
Nogueda is the first sen- 
ior Mexican official ever 
formally accused of cor- 
ruption. In Mexico that 
is something.

and Richard T. Johnson, 
who teach at Stanford Uni- 
versity's Graduate Busi- 
ness School, believe that 
the Japanese would out- 
produce the Americans. 


The two professors, who 


have been studying Ameri- 
can and Japanese companies 
both in this country and 
Japan, recently revealed 
their findings in the 
Harvard Business Review. 


"The Japanese simply 


outmanage us," they write, 
"when it comes to people. 
We've done very well with 
the inanimate elements of 
management. But a shocking 
number of American man- 
agers are really inept at 
dealing with people. Japa- 
nese conceive of manage- 
ment as a process in which 
the most important infor- 
mation flows from the 
bottom up rather than from 
the top down..." 


Dr. Ouchi, who has the 


advantage of speaking 
Japanese, points out that 
in Japan the rate of ab- 
senteeism and turnover in 
companies is far less than 
it is in the U.S. 


"The Japanese employer " 


he explains, "the Japanese 
manager has an entirely 
different relationship 
with his employees. He in- 
volves them in the com- 
pany. The company in a way 
becomes their social life 
They identify with its 
welfare, its profit pic- 
ture. The best-managed 
U.S. companies—IBM, 
Eastman Kodak—they do the 
same thing with their 
people; they provide them 
with security, a substi- 
tute home, a social life. 
They are paternalistic. 


"Japanese companies in 


the U.S., like Sony, 
Datsun, Toyota. Honda— 


they have been most 
successful in raising 
employee morale, in estab- 
lishing a total relation- 
ship between employer and 
employee. They fill a need 
which the employee has 
to belong. They show low 
rates of absenteeism, low 
rates of turnover, and a 
very high personnel loy- 
alty quotient. We can 
learn very much from them 
in the practice of human 
relations."

A Decent Living... 


Groups presenting themselves as concerned about en- 


vironmental matters frequently take potshots at rural interests, 
particularly those associated with irrigation and other water 
development projects. 


For example, Connie Bowen, executive director of the 


Nebraska Wildlife Federation, recently suggested the state's 
Natural Resources Districts (NRDs) constitute "private in- 
terests." 


That suggestion was made in mention of a North Dakota 


water project that apparently calls for draining a waterfowl 
production area. 


Bowen and others have also repeatedly suggested Nebraska 


needs some kind of definition of "beneficial use" of water that 
includes the needs of the environment, fish and wildlife and 
recreation. 


So what happened at a legislative committee hearing last 


week on an underground water control bill? 


Up steps a farmer and NRD board member, Dempsey 


McNiel of Holdrege, suggesting the Legislature needs to 
broaden the definition of beneficial use of water to include 
recreation and environmental needs. 


McNiel was speaking for the legislative committee of the 


Nebraska Natural Resources Commission. That seven-man com- 
mittee includes five farmers, all of whom are NRD board 
members. 


McNiel's testimony illustrates a point frequently forgotten 


in the heat of verbal battle by special interest groups. 


The Dust Bowl days converted most Nebraska farmers and 


ranchers into conservationists long before most of them had any 
reason to be particularly interested in such words as ecology or 
environment. 


That's not to say farmers and ranchers have cornered the 


market on all valid conservation needs, or that they are all even 
practicing what everyone recognizes should be done. 


But conservation of natural resources is practiced by farm 


and ranch landowners — who, incidentally, are a distinct 
minority — because they want a decent place to live and raise 
their families. 


And they want to make a decent living raising the food for 


those who frequently take potshots at them. 


Radioactive Fears 


One of the principal fears about nuclear power plants 


voiced by most people is that there might be releases of radioac- 
tive wastes that will be harmful. 


The experts are the first to point out that no amount of 


exposure to radiation should be considered harmless. But they 
also point out that humans are constantly exposed to varying 
amounts of radiation, called background radiation. 


In preparation for a recent legislative hearing, Dr. Emerson 


Jones of Lincoln, a physicist, consultant to the Nebraska Public 
Power District and chairman of the Nebraska Radiation Ad- 
visory Council, compiled some comparative readings on 
background radiation. 


A reading to the west, at an elevation of 5,000 feet, showed 


260 millirems. Outside the Capitol in Lincoln the reading was 
130 millirems. In the Capitol rotunda, outside the doors of the 
legislative chamber, the reading was 85 millirems. And 
downwind from Cooper Nuclear Station near Brownville, with 
the plant operating at 90% of capacity, the reading was 80 
millirems. 


Those readings compare to the fact a person is exposed to 


about 125 rmllirems of radiation during a normal medical X-ray. 


Who'll Pay for 0 St. Beauty — That's Council's Problem

St. Patrick's Day, March 17, is soundly 
celebrated each year by good Irishmen. 


St. Patrick's real claim to fame is that he 


brought Christianity to Ireland in the 5th Cen- 
tury and was sainted by the Holy Roman 
Catholic Church. 


All authorities agree that he was a most un-

usual man. Not only was he a powerhouse of 
evangelism, but, born in 389 and dying in 461, he 
lived to the age of 72 years in a time when peo- 
ple rarely lived beyond 30 or 40 years. 


He was not born in Ireland but probably in 


Britain or Gaul. He was seized by sea raiders 
when he was a young man and was carried as a 
slave, to Ireland, where he lived six years in cap- 
tivity. In his sleep one night, he heard a voice 
bidding him to get back to freedom and the land 
of his birth. He ran away from his master and 
persuaded a ship captain to giye him passage to 
Britain. 


He spent some years with his kinsmen, 


three years at a monastery of Lerins on an 
island off the coast of France, and 15 years at 
the monastery of Auxerre, where he was or- 
dained. 


St. Patrick was consecrated in 432. Feeling 


it to be his destiny, he departed for Ireland and 
went to the place where he had been held as a 
slave. He began to convert the pagan Irish and 
establish Christianity in Ireland. 


Ten years later, he journeyed to Rome and 


met Pope Leo the Great, who took a special in- 
terest in the Irish Church. The Cathedral of Ar- 
magh was founded as a result of the Pope's in- 
terest, and Latin was established as the 
language of the Irish Church. 


Much of the information about St. Patrick 


comes from those of his writings which have 
been preserved, notably Confession, Song of the 
Deer, and Letter to Coroticus. 


Insight into the character and poetic depth 


of mind of this saint is revealed in a quotation 
from Song of the Deer: 


I arise today 
Through the strength of heaven; 
Light of sun, 
Radiance of moon, 
Splendor of fire, 
Speed of lightning, 
Swiftness of wind, 
Depth of sea, 
Stability of Earth, 
Firmness of rock. 
I arise today 
Through God's strength to pilot me. 


When St. Patrick died in 461, he was buried 


in the land in which he bad labored: Ireland. 


And who cares that he never really drove 


the snakes out of Ireland? Certainly not the 
Irish on good old St. Patrick's Day!

The Convict Who 
Retoses Freedom

S 


everal months ago a tall, white- 


haired, old man of 78, walking 
with a cane, shuffled into the 
warden's office at San Quentin. 


"I've got good news for you," the 


warden said. "The parole board says 
vou can go." 


Ewmg Scott, one-time self-styled 


"investment broker" and author of the 
book, How to Fascinate Women, pulled 
his shoulders back and stood erect. "I 
won't accept it," he declared proudly. 
"To accept the parole means I was 
guilty, and I'm not guilty." 


And with that, L. Ewing Scott, con- 


victed in 1957, in one of the most 
widely publicized trials of the era, of 
murdering his wealthy, socialite wife, 
turned on his heels, slowly made his 
way back to the honor block of cells, 
one of those rare men who prefers life 
in prison to freedom outside. 


In 1949 when Scott was 53 he married 


Evelyn Throsby, a wealthy, healthy 
woman, 15 years his senior. It was 
Evelyn's fifth marriage, and she thrived 
on it. She and Scott moved into a 15- 


room Bel Air mansion in Los Angeles 
and lived the good life of creature com- 
forts. There was plenty of wine, steak, 
lobster, liquor, luxury cars, travel, and 
of course, money. 


Then suddenly on May 16, 1955, 


Evelyn Throsby Scott vanished—with- 
out a trace. Her husband testified that 
he had gone out to buy her a special 
brand of toothpaste. When he returned 
to the house, she had disappeared. 
When friends and relatives phoned, 
they were told that Evelyn had become 
addicted to alcohol and obscenity, that 
she had suffered a nervous breakdown, 
that she was being moved to a sani- 
tarium in the East. 


Clean bill of health 


None of them who knew Evelyn— 


especially her physician who examined 
her two days before her disappearance 
and gave her a clean bill of health— 
believed any of Scott's various tales. 


Quietly they prevailed upon the Los 


Angeles District attorney to investigate. 
In a slow, almost inch-by-inch, pains- 
taking search of the Scott house at 217 


N. Bentley Avenue in West Los Angeles, 
police discovered what they considered 
incontrovertible evidence of foul play. 
Behind the Scotts' incinerator 
they 


found Mrs. Scott's partial dentures and 
two pairs of her reading glasses. Ashes 
were 
sifted 
from 
the 
incinerator. 


Among them were found charred rem- 
nants of women's clothing. The police 
were sure Evelyn Scott was dead, her 
body incinerated. 


Scott insisted that his dear wife'was 


alive somewhere, that she would surely 
return to prove his innocence. Her body 
was never found. 


Motive called money 


Despite the absence of a corpse, the 


prosecution, after 49 days in court and 
109 witnesses, convinced the jury that 
Scott was guilty of murdering his wife. 
His motive: her money. 


Scott refused to testify during the 


trial but others were only too quick, 
principally Mrs. Marianne Beaman, a 
small, attractive 46-year-old divorcee 
who testified that Scott had proposed 
marriage to her after his wife's disap- 
pearance. He planned to have his wife 
declared 
legally 
dead. 
Scott also 


jumped bail of $25,000 at one point, 
fled to Canada, then slipped into De- 
troit to buy a new car with a flock of 
S100 bills. He was indicted on nine 
counts of forgery, four counts of grand 
theft, and finally for murder. The cir- 
cumstantial evidence against him was 
overwhelming. 


In 1957 he was found guilty and sen- 


tenced to life. While in San Quentin he 
toiled at his law books, filed for a share 
of his wife's $530,000 estate because he 
had been named in her will. The judge 
ruled him ineligible. 


Year after year Ewing Scott protested 


his innocence, complained to reporters 
who visited him that he was illegally 
jailed. To inmates who worked beside 
him in the San Quentin infirmary he 
told the same thing, it was an endless 
refrain, "innocent, innocent, innocent." 


Last November, Scott was offered 


parole. To the amazement of the 
warden, he turned it down. 


'How would he live?' 


Says lawyer Basil Lambros who de- 


fended Scott at his trial: "I can under- 
stand it. Scott is an old man, 78. He has 
no friends, no family, no real profes- 
sion. If he accepted the parole, where 
would he go? What would he do? How 
would he live? 


"He's a proud man. After all these 


years of protest, he is not about to 
admit or accept the stigma of murder. 
To him parole would mean freedom, 
but freedom would also mean hardship. 
I guess he figures he is better off where 
he is." 


Whej-e is L Ewing Scott? He lives in 


a cubbyhole of a basement room be- 
neath the San Quentin infirmary where 
he once kept a pile of law books and 
legal pads designed to help him win 
the release he ironically no longer 
wants.

barbs at Alice Doesn't Live Here 
Anymore, now showing at the 
Cinema 2. 


It sounds like a humdrum 


mystery? Or soapy melodrama, 
if you judge by the title?

Wrong! Throw nothing Alice's 


way except roses! 


Alice is straight to the point, 


comically real and dramatic in 
impact. The script has been 
sharply and expertly carved. No 
frills or fancy stuff remain. 


The opening is rosy nostalgia 


that causes you to yearn for the 
simpler times of childhood. 
Bam! You are dragged abruptly 
and effectively into a gaudy sub- 
urban life with screaming 
musical sounds. 


Is this the same little girl (in 


rosy nostalgia) who once was 
convinced that she sang better 
than Alice Faye, this girl who 
now diligently feeds a sewing 
machine? The fan whirs in the 
the background and her head 
pounds to the deafening beat of 
rock music on a stereo. 


But simpler times do not exist 


for Alice Hyatt. - 


Director Martin Scorsese does 


not attempt to foist heady 
dialogue or mind-boggling sym- 
bolism upon the viewer. You 
just bump into what the story is 
about. 


After the death (in an auto ac- 


cident) of her harsh and usually 
unkind husband, Alice (Ellen 
Burstyn) packs herself and 12- 
year-old son Tom (Alfred Lutter) 
into the car and sets off for what 
might be referred to as her 
Eden. 


It really is Monterey, Calif. 


She wants to go to Monterey 
because she remembers the 
wonderful and beautiful times 
she had there as a young singer 
in a saloon. Along the way, the 
finds out that everything is not 
so wonderful and beautiful and 
that her voice is less than hoped 
for. But it takes a couple of jobs, 
spanning Arizona, to find out 
that she really doesn't want to be 
Alice Faye anyway. 


And it is equally easy to see 


why Miss Burstyn was 
nominated for the best actress 
Oscar and why Diane Ladd, who 
plays the role of Alice's foul- 
mouthed waitress cohort, is a 
cnadidate for the best suppor- 
ting actress' Oscar. 


Kris Kristofferson also adds

Chinatown, an interesting movie 
full of nostalgia and loose ends; 
The Conversation, a Coppola in- 
vention that stands on its own 
but moves slowly and involves a 
minority audience; The God- 
father, Part II, another Coppola 
work that capitalizes on Part I 
and adds little to the original; 
l*nny, an absorbing story in 
almost every way but not entire- 
ly satisfying; and The Towering 
Inferno. 


The Towering Inferno is an 


achievement in special effects. It 
uses a huge cast of stars, headed 
by Paul Newman and Steve 
McQueen, to tell a too-simple 
disaster story of fire in a 
skyscraper. There are no 
characters unless you consider a 
new 138-story building a 
character. To nominate this 
movie, you need another 
category: most profitable turkey 
of the year. 


What happened to Harry and 


Tonto? Its star, Art Carney, is 
deservedly named among best 
actors of the year, and its 
screenplay — co-authored by the 
director, Paul Mazursky, and 
Josh 
Greenfeld 
— 
is 


nominated, but Mazursky is not 


named among the best directors. 
This doesn't make sense. 
However, I'm gratified that 
Harry and Tonto, one of the 
warmest, most human movies in 
many years, wins two 
nominations. 


And what happened to 


Claudine, another film filled 
with warmth, comedy and 
genuine human feeling? Diahann 
Carroll is one of the five 
nominations for best actress. 
That's something. But the 
creators of the screenplay, Les 
and Tina Pine, get no mention. 


Among supporting actors, 


Fred Astaire is named, and he 
should be. He's the only star who 
breathes life into his work in 


The Towering Inferno. Newman 
and McQueen are stymied by the 
wooden dialog they must speak. 
Astaire makes a human being of 
his wooden character, a sleazy 
but lovable con man down to his 
last stock draw. 


But the academy also named 


Jeff Bridges, a talented young 
actor who in the movie Thunder- 
bolt and Lightfoot does little but 
let us enjoy his youth and 
enthusiasm.

Pinewood Bowl 
Renovation Plan 


By Holly Spence 


The love of money, the Bible says, is the root of all evil. But 


money itself can be the basis of good things. 


One of those good things is the renovation of Pinewood 


Bowl in Pioneers Park. 


The beginning of good was made possible by a $200,000 


bequest from the late Viola C. Jelinek, a University of Nebraska 
chemistry teacher in the 1930s. The money was willed as a 
memorial to her father, an NU music instructor. 


But that $200,000 is just the beginning for the Pinewood 


Bowl renovation, according to Art Ruhr, chairman of the im- 
provement committee. 


The committee is now looking and hoping for more 


bequests, memorials and donations of any size. 


Kuhr said the cost of the planned renovation is estimated at 


$364.000 and that "an excellent sound system," which the facili- 
ty needs, would cost $25,000. 


Donations - "We are interested in large packages as well as 


nickels and dimes" - are being handled through the Lincoln 
Foundation for the Pinewood Bowl Improvement Committee. 


The Jelinek bequest will pay for a roof to cover the bowl, 


supporting walls, a green room (waiting room for cast) and the 
orchestra pit. 


Along with those first priorities, which are estimated at 


$199.934. are the catwalks at $12,390 and the drain line at $1,500. 


Other proposed improvements and estimated costs: stage 


reflectors. $10,800: ceiling reflectors, $17.680; electric work, 
.$60,000. 14 lines. $14,000; and two sound booths, $3.000, plus the 
sound system. 


The stage will be expanded from 40 to 60 feet in this initial 


construction, which Kuhr said they intend to release for bids in 
April. 


"I think that the open stage will not take away from the 


bowl," continued Kuhr. "The whole facility is designed around 
the trees... and now there will be a full-fledged orchestra pit." 


Kuhr said the committee hopes eventually to get new 


seating tor the facility, but now they hope to just finish the m- 
itidl construction in time for the Bicentennial year. 


"We are shooting for June 1 beginning time (for construc- 


tion) and hope it is finished by Sept 1," said Kuhr, who added 
they are considering a touring Pinewood Bowl summer produc- 
tion while the facility is renovated. 


Pinewood Bowl is owned by the City of Lincoln and is main- 


tained by the Lincoln Parks and Recreation Dept. Kuhr stressed 
that it is located in a city park and is a facility which can be used 
by the citizenry. It has been rented for weddings, church ser- 
vices and rock and symphony concerts. 


A scale model of proposed improvements at the 
Pinewood Bowl is exhibited by Art Kuhr. 


Don Smith, director of the Parks and Recreation Dept., 


said, however, Pinewood Bowl would not be available this 
summer for public use. 


He said last summer's Pinewood Bowl venture into rock 


concerts might be continued either on the Holmes Park beach 
or in another area of Pioneers Park. 


Smith also said his department is planning to expand the 


concession facility. There are no designs, but "we are looking at 
it " He added that a new facility could be used in the winter as 
well as the summer.

Emergency Jobs Funds. By a vote of 313-113. the House 


passed a bill appropriating $5.9-billion to create 900,000 full-time 
jobs, and one million part-time jobs for youths and college 


• students. About half of the funds in the bill would create jobs 
directly through public service employment and summer youth 
jobs programs. 


Supporters of the $5.9-billion jobs program said the 


seriousness of the unemployment situation demanded im- 
mediate congressional action to both create jobs and stimulate 
the economy. 


Opponents argued the appropriation would increase the 


federal deficit and fuel inflation without adequately responding 
to the job needs of the nation's nearly eight million unemployed. 


Office of Management and Budget Director James T. Lynn 


has recommended that President Ford veto the bill. On this roll 
call House supporters had 29 more votes than the two-thirds 
majority that would be necessary to override a presidential veto.

Foreign Aid Funds. The House by a 212-201 vote passed a 


bill appropriating $3.5-billion for foreign economic and military 
aid for fiscal 1975 — about $2.4-billion less than requested by the 
administration. The bill included assistance for Egypt and 
Israel. 


Supporters of the bill argued it was an austere program 


that would fulfill U.S. responsibilities abroad while recognizing 
U.S. economic problems. 


Opponents argued that social and humanitarian programs 


had been cut too drastically. Others said that the United States 
could not afford to spend so much overseas and that federal 
spending should be reduced to improve the U.S. economy.

Senate 


Strip Mining. By a 39-56 vote, the Senate refused to ban 


future strip mining of federal coa! deposits on land where the 
surface is owned by someone other than the government. The 
ban would have prohibited strip mining on vast areas of the 
Great Plains. 


Supporters of the proposed ban argued it was necessary to 


protect western landowners from pressure to allow suca 
mining. Massive surface mining proposed in the West would 
turn that area into the nation's "utility backyards," they said. 


Opponents of the ban argued that it would lock away from 


production billions of tons of coal which the federal government 
owned — and which should be used to produce energy for use by 
the American people. They also argued that any change in this 
part of the strip mining bill would jeopardize its passage by the 
House in 1975. 


Voting not to ban strip mining of federal coal deposits: Cur- 


tis (R), Hruska (R). 


Strip Mining Passage. The Senate voted 84-13 to set 


minimum standards for the regulation of surface mining and 
provide for the reclamation of abandoned strip mined lands. 
The bill approved by the Senate was similar to one vetoed by 
President Ford late in 1974 as inflationary and likely to curtail 
domestic coal production. 


Supporters of the bill argued that it struck a proper balance 


between the nation's need for coal and the need to preserve the 
environment. They pointed out that it did not ban strip mining, 
but simply required that all strip mined land be reclaimed and 
restored. • 


Opponents of the bill countered that it would preserve the 


environment at a high cost, by increasing the cost of mining and 
by raising the price the consumer paid for his electricity and 
fuel. They also argued that it would prevent strip mining in a 
variety of areas and curtail domestic coal production.

Harlan told the State Board of 
Education Friday.

The test 
includes vocabulary chosen from 
a list of 15,000 words, essential 
writing skills, math knowledge 
and other fields. 


The test should provide easy 


to read information for students, 
parents and school board 
members, Harlan said. 


"These tests are different 


from the standardized tests in 
common use in the schools," he 
said. "They are not designed to 
rank or grade students. Since 
these skills are essential, 
students continue to work on the 
skills and take the test over, 
maybe for several years, until an 
acceptable performance has 
been achieved." 


"N-ABELS defines a 


minimum literacy level which 
could be easily understood by 
everyone including students, 
parents, educators and 
employers," Harlan said. 


"One of the difficulties with 


new programs and educational 
innovations in schools is the con 
cern expressed by parents tha 
children may not be learning the 
basis for this determination."

PARIS, FRANCE. 
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he world needs more islands, says 
Jacques Cousteau, and since nature 
hasn't provided them, he's going to 
build some. 


Cousteau, the inventor of the aqua- 


lung and the world's foremost under- 
seas explorer, has become president of 
Eurocean, a 23-member European con- 
sortium dedicated to finding ways of 
making wider use of the seas. The crea- 
tion of artificial islands, as daring and 
imaginative as it seems, is high on its list 
of priorities. 


"It may sound farfetched," says the 


64-year-old Cousteau, known to millions 
who've seen him on television aboard— 
or in the waters beneath—his research 
ship Calypso. "But members of our 
association are already preparing to 
build the first of these islands." 


Cousteau's artificial island No. 1, situ- 


ated in the North Sea between Holland 
and Great Britain, will be a 2'/2-acre 
industrial site thafs expected to be in 
operation within five years. It's being 
created by the simple—though expen- 
sive—method of dumping tons of sand 
into a shallow stretch of sea along the 
Dutch continental shelf. 


With the support of Eurocean's two 


honorary presidents. Prince Rainier of 
Monaco and Prince Bernhard of Hol- 
land, Cousteau and his associates are 
also blueprinting their first "floating 
island"—a prototype steel and concrete 
structure that will be permanently an- 
chored in the Mediterranean five miles 
off Monte Carlo. 


Eventually, he thinks such floating 


islands may also open up new possi- 
bilities of resort and beach areas for 
crowded areas of the world. 


A luxury resort 


Cousteau's blueprint for his first 


floating resort calls for a 13,000-ton 
pentagonal structure designed to ac- 
commodate 10,000 people in hundreds 
of hotel suites and luxury apartments, 
not to mention restaurants, shops and 
swimming pools. All that's lacking at 
the moment is the money to build it, 
and Cousteau is confident that it will 
turn up in time. 


But before Cousteau and his asso- 


ciates get around to floating resorts 
they're going to get their feet wet, so to 
speak, on their industrial projects The 
2V2-acre North Sea islet, which is to be 
constructed under the direction of Hol- 
land's Bos Kalis Westminster Dredging 
Group, is expected to be used for a 
chemical facility to treat dangerous 
' 


wastes from industrial plants that are 
currently polluting, as well as over- 
crowding, the Rhine River area. 


Cousteau, a long-time fighter against 


pollution, thinks that such islands can 
actually help cleanse and purify the 
seas. 


"We know that all chemicals intro- 


duced into either the land or the atmos- 
phere eventually end up in the ocean,"

he explains. "So cleaning up the sea 
really means cleaning up the rest of the 
environment. That's where some of the 
new islands, like the one in the North 


Sea, will come into play. "Other islands 
could ease harbor congestion and re- 
duce the chances of oil leaks and spills 
by serving as offshore supertanker 
terminals." 


Since the islands will be privately 


built on the high seas, by one or more 
of the giant industrial corporations be- 
longing to the consortium, the question 
arises as to which nation shall have 
sovereignty over them. 


"We do have some precedent in this 


regard," Cousteau says. "In 1959 I built 
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Cousteau's artificial islands would re- 
lieve crowded areas and create sites 
for industrial and recreational uses. 


the first floating island halfway between 
France and Corsica. It was a small re- 
search station with only six people 
aboard, but it was anchored, and that 
made it a real floating island. After con- 
sulting various international authorities 
about its legal and political status, we 
finally solved the whole matter by call- 
'"g it an anchored ship. As a ship, it 
flew the flag of the country in which it 
was registered." 


Despite his enthusiasm for building 


new islands on the sea, Cousteau re- 
mains a practical-minded visionary He 
does not agree, for example, with those 
who believe man will eventually build 
a new environment beneath the ocean 
—a kind of "aqua-culture." 


''I've always been opposed to such 


talk, he says. "The sea is just not a suit- 
able environment for man." 


Devoted to the sea 


Cousteau's building of islands in the 


sea will climax a lifetime devoted to 
bringing man a greater awareness of the 
natural riches and beauty of the ocean 
and of the essential role it plays in 
everyday life. His books, movies tele- 
vis,on shows and expeditions aboard 
the Calypso have all been devoted to 
that end. While he feels great progress 
has been made in public understanding 
he intends to go right on expanding It' 
further. There even is a newly formed 
Cousteau Society in the U.S., a non- 
prof,t membership organizahon based 


in Westport, Conn., that disseminates 
information on everything from the 
dangers of DDT to the commercial 
slaughter of whales. 


"What the sea realfy represents is sur- 


vival for mankind," says Jacques Cou- 
steau. "Without it, there is no possi- 
bility for life on earth. It's that simple. 
Thanks to pictures taken from outer 
space, more and more people—espe- 
cially young people—are aware of how 
small our planet really is. They look at 
a picture of the whole earth and see 
that in reality there are no boundaries, 
no frontiers. A river starts in one coun- 
try and runs through another country— 
but it's still the same river. 


"Unfortunately the last people to 


understand this are those who are re- 
sponsible for our future—government 
leaders. That's why an international or- 
ganization like Eurocean is only one 
small but necessary step in the right 
direction. If we are really to save the 
planet, we must create a new interna- 
tional authority to deal with technology 
and industry. 


"I'm counting on public opinion to 


help bring that about. I believe in the 
power of public opinion—that people 
can force their governments into posi- 
tive action. So I want to open the eyes 
of the public to the problems of today 
—to convince them that if they want to 
they can change the world."

Crete found the knockout punch Satur- 


day which had eluded previous Class B 
teams, as the Cardinals kayoed Omaha 
Tech, 76-57, to win the state Class B basket- 
ball title. 


In its first two tournament games against 


Ord and Minden, Tech appeared down for 
the count late in the contest, only to lift 
themselves up to post two comeback wins. 


It wasn't to be Saturday, as Crete coach 


Walt Harris' team floored the No. 1 ranked 
Trojans early, by taking a 35-26 halftime 
lead, and the Cardinals kept punching away 
behind the scoring blows of Daryl 
Wittstruck, Mark Erickson, Bill Bals and 
Brad Wittstruck. 


"We felt we had to keep from playing 


volleyball with them on the boards," 
Harris said in reference to his game plan to 
battle the taller Trojans on the board. "I 
thought we played the boards pretty well 
most of the game." 


At the outset. Tech appeared it was going 


to turn the game into a volleyball match as 
the Trojans grabbed a 17-14 first-quarter 
lead with forward Ray Toles grabbing nine 
rebounds to give Tech several oppor- 
tunities at two and three shots at the 
basket 


Toles, a 6-2 jumping jack hauled in 18 


rebounds in the first half, but Crete's Nick 
Bohl and Erickson started patrolling the 
boards for the Cards. 


"Our kids started checking out in the se- 


cond quarter and that helped us on the 
boards and kept us out of a volleyball 
game," Harris said. 


Everyone in the Coliseum seemed to be 


waiting for Tech to make its patented 
comeback at the start of the second half — 
everyone except Crete 


Utilizing the patented full-court press 


and man-to-man defense, the Cardinals in- 
creased their lead to 5340 at the end of 
three periods with Daryl Wittstruck, Bals 
and Erickson each chipping in four points 
during the surge. 


"A lot of people said we couldn't play 


our style of game against Tech and win," 
Harris said of his team which entered the 
tournament ranked sixth with a 14-4 
record. "But that style got us to the finals 
and we decided to stick with it." 


Tech coach Gene Haynes sent his club 


into a full-court press at the start of the 
fourth quarter, and Crete responded to the 
defensive tactic like it was made to order 
for them. 


The Cards' got several easy buckets 


down the stretch with floor-leader Gary 
Lothrop hitting Erickson, Bals and the 
Wittstrucks with key passes. Crete in- 
creased its margin to 74-48 when Erickson 
hit an easy layup with 2:05 remaining. 


"We made our minds up before the 


game. If we got a 10 or 11 point lead, we 
were going to take the air out of the ball." 
Harris said, "and that's what we were able 
to do. We ran our offense with patience and 
got the easy shots." 


Crete ended up bitting 30 of 56 shots 


from the floor for a healthy 64 per cent, 
while Tech could manage only 26 of 77 for a 
fngid 35 per cent effort. 


Daryl Wittstruck, the 6-1 senior 


sharpshooter who had a fine state tourna- 
ment by scoring 28 and 24 points in respec- 
tive wins over Sidney and West Point Cen- 
tral Catholic, paced the Cards' with 20 
points in the championship game. 


Erickson, the only starter back from last 


year's Crete team which lost in the 
semifinals of the state tournament, added

HOUSTON (AP) - The exec- 


utive director of the Ladies 
Professional Golfers' Associ- 
ation says LPGA tournament 
contracts will be changed to 
avoid a repeat of last week's 
cancellation 
of the $100,000 


tournament here. 


"Our normal contracts say 


we'll be paid at the conclusion of 
the tournament," Bud Erickson 
said "We ask the sponsors to 
give us the money on Friday 
morning (the first day of the 
tournament) but we don't insist. 
We've always operated on the 


i theory that people are going to 
be straightforward with us." 


The announcement that the 


women pros had voted not to 
play the tournament, claiming 
the sponsor couldn't come up 
with the prize money, came at 
an inconvenient time for the 
LPGA. The tour had already lost 
three tournaments from last 
year and prize money for the 
tour as a whole was down $200,- 
000. 


Contracts for the rest of the 


1975 tour have already been 
signed, Erickson said, but 
changes will be made in the 1976 
standard contract. 


"We're going to correct our 


contractual agreements in the 
future to where we have built in 
credit guarantees,'' he said. 


Erickson said the LPGA nev- 


er had been faced with such a 
situation before, although on 
two occasions checks turned out 
to be no good. The LPGA had 
known since last December that 
the financial backing of this tour- 
nament was having problems, he 
added The tournament was to 
have bee sponsored by The Gulf 
Coast Golf News, published by 
Larry Flood 


"He (Flood) never said any- 


thing about a postponement so 
we had to continue to say we are 
going ahead with it. Otherwise 
we might have been open to ac- 
tion (for not fulfilling the the 
contract)," Erickson said. 


Asked why the LPGA didn't 


suggest a smaller purse if it 
knew the tournament was in 
t r o u b l e , Erickson replied: 
"That wasn't for us to inquire 
about. Once we sign a contract 
for a $100,000 tournament, then 
it's hard for me to go to the girls 
and say we're going to play for 
$50,000. 


"If he had come to us and 


asked for a postponement or a 
reduction in the prize money, we 
might have accepted. But he 
never did. He never had a 
queston in his mind that he 
couldn't get the money." 


The incident here should put 


the future LPGA sponsors on 
notice. "I think they should be 
aware that we mean business," 
Erickson said. "Once we sign an 
agreement, we're going to live 
up to our obligations and we 
expect them to live up to theirs."

Knight Talks Defense 


Texas El Paso won the national defensive championship 


for the third season in a row, holding opponents to 56.5 
points a game. 


That doesn't, however, make the Miners the nation's 


best defensive team, as Indiana's undefeated and No. 1-rated 
Hoosiers proved Saturday before a national television 
audience. 


Nebraska high school basketball coaches will get to hear 


how the Hoosiers make their defense so tough when Bobby 
Knight, the Indiana coach, talks at the annual clinic in Lin- 
coln next August. 


"Defense is the first name of this game of basketball," 


Knight undoubtedly will say. "From it, you come to know 
the most important part of all — you value possession, and 
that's what this game is." 


Indiana gave a good demonstration of that philosophy in 


the 78-53 win over UTEP, scoring almost as much off tur- 
novers forced by the defense as from their regular offensive 
patterns. 


It's A Help-Out Defense 


Knight teaches his players to "help each other," 


something that causes uninformed writers and fans to think 
his team is playing a zone defense. That's something he never 
has done and isn't likely to ever play. 


In "helping" out, one player will leave his man to double 


team the opponent and then get back to his man when 
necessary. 


"There's always a player there to pick up the other," 


Knight says. "We don't have many open spaces. We are 
aggressive on defense and that makes us aggressive on 
offense." 


Contrary to what some people may think, Knight's 


teams do run with the basketball. "We can play run and 
shoot if we must," Knight said. "We can adapt, but what we 
like to do is set our tempo, create the most problems for the 
other guy and just go about doing the things we do best. 


Don Haskins, the UTEP coach, has many of the same 


philosophies of Knight, but his current material couldn't 
matchup against Indiana's talent. And, because the Miners 
seldom run with the ball they couldn't adapt when the game 
started getting out of reach. 


Old Fishing Buddies 


Knight, Haskins and New Mexico coach Norm - 


Ellenberger went fishing last summer in the mountains and * 
Haskins slipped on a rock and fell into water and mud. 


"I couldn't see Haskins," Knight recalled recently. "All I 


saw was this thing sticking out of the water. It looked like 
another big rock." Haskins isn't on the slim side, incidental- 
ly. 


"It took Norm and me 30 seconds to pull him out, but it 


took us a minute and a half to decide if we should," Knight 
laughed. 
' 


"We talked basketball a lot," Haskins said last" 


December after his UTEP team had defeated Creighton in 
the Classic at Omaha. "We swapped ideas, and he sent me a 
whole bunch of stuff on their offense." 


Both Haskins and Knight were on the U.S. Olympic 


tryout coaching staff in 1972 at Colorado Springs and both 
profited from being associated with Henry Iba, who coached 
Haskins at Oklahoma A & M (now Oklahoma State).

134-acre wildlife haven their 
home these days. The plot, 
located just east of this 
southeastern Nebraska town, 
has helped them earn the Lin- 
coln Sunda> Journal and Star's 
Nebraska Wildlife Conser- 
vationist of the Year Award for 
1975. 


The award, given in coopera- 


tion with the University of 
Nebraska Wildlife Club, includes 
a $100 check and will be 


presented to the Fosbenders at 
the Wildlife Club's annual 
banquet March 21 at the Lin- 
coln Ramada Inn. 


The Fosbenders began their 


"dream project" in January 1972 
with a sealed bid purchase of a 
federal watershed plot near 
Firth, pledging to transform the 
land into something worthy of 
the area 


"It was nothing more than a 


mud hole when we first saw it." 
Mrs Fosbender said. "The pond 
hadn't even filled in yet, but we 
had high hopes for what we 
wanted to do to the land " 


The former Lincoln residents 


planted nearly 10,000 trees and 
shrubs on the plot, hand-cut an 
over-growth of thistles and 
stocked the 25-acre pond. They

Take Another Look 


Sometimes we're all guilty of making snap judgments in the 


wrong direction. It happens We're human 


One such move might have followed the Army Corps of 


Engineers' announcement it intended to declare the Platte 
Rner and consider a few other Nebraska streams navigable 


Most ecologists automatically associate the Army Corps of 


Engineers with "busy as a beaver dam builders, stream 
t'hannelizers" and with most everything else that eventually 
destro\s all desirable things natural and free along and in a 
merwav or flowing stream. This may not be the case here, 
however. 


At first glance, the navigable declaration would prevent 


further private exploitation practices along the river Buildings 
would be out New construction would require a permit and 
existing buildings and irrigation systems would come under 
bupenision by the federal agency under a grandfather clause 


That s good But the Corps' image hasn't been favorable in 


the past Ecologists looked at all the things the Corps might do 
with such a move, namely dredge the channels, clear timber and 
build more dams and levies That's bad. 


Curtis Gives It Away 
The giveaway over what kind of navigable situation would 


be brought about by the Corps' declaration comes from 
Nebraska Sen. Carl Curtis. Curtis has been known to turn his 
back on ecologists while supporting corporate farming and big 
business 


Rumor has it, Curtis has proposed a bill to defeat the 


navigable declaration for the Platte. the clue was cast. The 
Corps" proposal couldn't have been all that bad for the environ- 
ment or it wouldn't have been opposed by our state's elected of- 
ficial, or so it would seem. 


A closer study of the declaration shows why Curtis would 


have leaped to the rescue, if indeed that is the case. Declaring 
the Platte navigable would require a permit to alter the Platte 
in anv way. 


"First, let me say, nothing is going to happen to the Platte," 


said Ralph Miller, chief of operations for the Omaha District of 
the Corps. "All we are going to do is regulate what goes on along 
the Platte 


"There will be no construction in the river within the or- 


dinary highwater mark," he continued, adding those interested 
"have to have a permit for constructing anything in, on, over or 
alongside the river that alters its course, location, condition or 
capacity " 


High Water Defined 
Miller also explained the ordinary high water mark as that 


point on the river bank where vegetation changes from aquatic 
to terrestrial. Therefore, he added, not much of the bank would 
be under the Corps supervision and a number of islands would 
also be exempted. 


The declaration of the Platte would only prohibit construc- 


tion or usage of the river which would alter it, however. Miller 
pointed out persons with state water usage permits could run 
irrigation hoses into the river to pump the water out, provided 
they didn't build a permanent pump below the high water level. 


Any construction on the Platte would require a Corps per- 


mit, according to Miller, who added the permit would only be 
issued after Corps personnel had checked with area residents 
and officials to determine effects and sentiment. If any com- 
plaints or detrimental factors are involved, Miller said the per- 
mit would likely be declined. 


According to a spokesman for a statewide ecology 


group, the propaganda program undertaken by other 
regional, state and federal agencies promoting the Platte 
water's usage has convinced a number of wildlife and ecology 
backers of the potential disaster of the Corps' declaration ap- 
proval. 


Therefore, even some of those who should be giving support 


to the declaration are writing letters of protest in hopes the 
issue fails. That's the wrong approach for wildlife and habitat 
fans, according to the spokesman. Strong support is needed in- 
stead

The War: 
Memories 
In Canada 


Six War Years 1939-45. 


By Barry Broadfoot; 
Doubleday. 


As a 17-year-old cub reporter, 


Barry Broadfoot had the job of 
talking with families of 
casualties — mostly the dead or 
the missing in action — and ob- 
taining pictures of them for his 
newspaper. A little older, he 
served two years as a Canadian 
army infantryman. 


Now living in Vancouver, 


B.C., he armed himself with a 
tape recorder and traveled the 
length and breadth of Canada to 
capture, as he says in his subti- 
tle, "memories of Canadians at 
home and abroad" 30 years 
later. (Yes, "our war" really was 
that long ago!) 


Hundreds of people speak, but 


almost as one, so well organized 
are the brief interviews. Each 
person — and there are prac- 
tically no names — tells his or 
her first-person story of some in- 
cident, situation, relationship or 
encounter. But these little 
stories flow one into another 
remarkably well, and the result 
is a fascinating book that tells a 
great deal about the real people. 


There just is no detail of war, 


whether it be training, waiting, 
loving, traveling, fighting, 
killing, being taken and held 
prisoner or dying (which has to 
told by a buddy, of course), that 
is not covered. 


Some few of the memories 


point up differences between 
Canada and the United States 
(the length of war participation, 
for one thing) and between 
Canadians and Americans (such 
as pay and manners), but the 
differences between the two 
nations and their peoples are so 
small compared to the likenesses 
that this book could well be a 
recollection of America's and 
Americans' war years, too.

It had been a full decade since 


I last interviewed S. J. 
Perelman, the New Yorker's 
peripatetic humorist and 
seemingly one of the last sur- 
viving members of a vanishing 
literary breed. But he appeared 
to have weathered the years han- 
dily despite the paucity of 
amusing themes in recent 
history. 


Perelman is a comic man of 


letters, and it will take more 
than wars or corruption to 
silence his comic writing. 


On the contrary, they have 


served to stimulate his risible 
faculties, as witness his latest 
volume of what used to be called 
rib ticklers in the days when peo- 
ple found it easy to laugh. 
Perelman himself belies the title 
of his latest book, Vinegar Puss 
(Simon & Schuster). I found him 
anything but cantankerous or 
curmudgeonly, though he admits 
there's not much to laugh about 
these days. 


"It probably has something to 


do with the generation of young 
people who have no cause to feel 
amused" is the way he diagnoses 
our current season of discontent. 
"It's cumulative. First there was 
the Great Depression, on top of 
which was piled World War H 
and the Korean and Vietnam 
wars. No wonder the kids don't 
laugh as much as we used to 
do" 


Perelman is still as distinctive 


in appearance as ever. His once 
long moustache is shorter and 
neatly trimmed, and his hair 
shows only traces of gray. He 
wore a reddish tartan shirt and a 
hound's-tooth sport jacket in the 
best British taste. As for his 
writing, readers of the new book 
will find it vintage rather than 
vinegar Perelman or, in his 
words, "commotion recollected 
in tranquillity." 


Part of the book recounts his 


much publicized trip round the 
world in the footsteps of 
Jules Verne's Phileas Fogg 
Whereas Fogg took 80 days, 
Perelman did it in 76, but their 
experiences were vastly 
different, 
with 
Fogg 


emphasizing speed and 
Perelman searching for laugh 
lines.

This, he feels, points out the 


lack of basketball promotion in 
the conference. 


"It costs very little more to 


run a first class program than to 
run a program that is not so 
successful," Sutton said. "I am 
in no way criticizing our con- 
ference office. But at our spring 
meeting our faculty represen- 
tative is going to introduce a 
resolution that we hire a man 
who is basketball oriented. 


"We ought to have a former 


coach or official whose job is to 
help promote basketball at all in- 
stitutions and to improve the 
quality of of officiating in our 
league. 


"There are some officials in 


our league that need to be 
weeded out. I'm not sure they 
have been leaned on hard 
enough or graded in the right 
procedure Here I might be 
talking out of school again, but 
too many fouls rum a ball 
game " 


Sutton spent five years at 


Creighton and his teams toured 
the nation like few other clubs. 


"We played teams from every 


conference," Sutton said, "and I 
think that qualifies me to be a 
judge. There is no doubt that 
from top to bottom we are not 
on the same level with some 
leagues — say the Big Eight, the 
Southeast Conference or the 
Missouri Valley, which are 
closest to us geographically. 


"But I really feel that the top 


three teams in our league this 
year (Texas A&M, Texas Tech 
and Arkansas) could go and play 
in those leagues." 


Sutton added, "The big jump 


comes from the fourth spot on 
down The overall quality is not 
as good. Your league is judged 
on two things — how well you do 
in the NCAA playoffs, and our 
league has not been successful, 
and your non-loss record in non- 
conference play 


"When the bottom half of the 


league does poorly out of the 
conference it hurts your overall 
record. There needs to be more 
emphasis put on basketball at 
other schools "

Fewer jobs are being offered 


through Lincoln Journal and 
Star help-wanted newspaper 
advertising. In January, for 
example, the total volume of 
employment ads declined 25.5% 
from January 1974. 


While it is in keeping with a, 


nationwide decline, the Lincoln 
newspapers are not suffering as 
severe a decrease in job ad 
volume as papers in Omaha or 
the rest of the Midwest region. 


According to a want ad tally 


taken by the Conference Board 
of New York, Omaha ads 
declined 297e monthly between 
December 1974 and January 1975 
with the Midwest region 
registering a 16.9% decline 


Journal-Star classified ad 


director Bud Callahan said 
employment ads have been slip- 
ping since June 1974. 


The 25.5% yearly total drop in 


Lincoln was less than the drop 
for Omaha newspapers. Omaha 
help-wanted ads suffered a 43% 
decline for the year. 


Housing ads have also dropped 


in the Lincoln papers, about 
7.207c from last year, said 
Callahan. However, he noted 
that increases in transportation 
(cars, trucks, and motorcycles) 
and merchandise want ads have 
balanced the decline in other 
areas. This balancing leaves the 
Lincoln newspapers with a .56% 
deficit in total volume from Jan. 
1974-75.

Fries has managed to work 
the Old Home trade name into each spot 
at least 10 times, but "without beating 
you over the head with a message." And 
the ads are filled with enough detail and 
wry humor (pun unavoidable) to enjoy a 
low wear-out factor," he said. 


"I thought they (viewers) would lose in- 


terest slier three years," Fries said. "But 
after the latest three spots came out, it's 
like putting kerosene on aa open fire—it 
kindles all over again." Bar conversations 
still come to a standstill when C.W. and 
Mavis appear on the screen, he observed. 


More ads will be filmed in Pisgah this 


summer, Fries said, and "the plot's going 
to have to thicken... a romance like this 
doesn't go on smoothly forever. We're 
going to have to have their first fight. 


"There may be another woman or even 


another man," he intimates. "Mother 
may play a more dominant part. Sloan 
may fall in love with a poodle from 
Pisgah. 


"One 
thing for sure, we're sure not 


going to get 'em married." 


What's ahead for Fries? For one thing, 


a lot of personal appearances aO over the 
country to promote Old Home Bread, 
Bozell & Jacobs and the new album of 
country and trucking songs that Fries (as 
C.W.) 
has recently released with 


composer-arranger Chip Davis and 
producer Don Sears. 


The MGM album, thought to be the 


first major-label album ever produced in 
Omaha, "looks like it's going to take off," 
Fries said. The title cut, "Wolf Creek 


Pass" - like the Old Home song — has 
been released nationwide as a single and 
has surpassed the 360,000 mark in sales. It 
recently hit the Top Ten in Billboard 
magazine's country-western charts and 
has begun crossing over to the popular 
Top Forty — making C.W. McCaU 
MGM's hottest current country act. 


Identity Crisis 


The success has won Fries and his 


partners a five-year recording contract, 
which creates a twofold identity crisis for 
Bill Fries/C.W. McCaU. 


First, TV viewers in the ID-state Old 


Home Bread area equate Fries' voice 
with Finlayson's face. They appear 
together occasionally — "he goes as the 
body and I go as the voice,'.' Fries said. 
But around the country, Fries (the real 
McCaU) is identified as C.W. because his 
toothpick-chewing face appears on the 
cover of the album. 


Second, the song writing and recording 


has opened a new career for Fries, who, 
like the stereotypical adman, is a 
frustrated artist of sorts. "It's going to be 
hard for me to decide what the hell to 
do," he said. 


As a music major at the University of 


Iowa, Fries played clarinet, sang baritone 
solos and aspired to a career as a musi- 
cian or a Walt Disney animator. But he 
settled for a more practical try at com- 
mercial art, finding design work with 
Omaha's KMTV just as television was 
getting started in the Midwest. 


Television led to a successful career at 


Bozell & Jacobs, earning Fries the title of 
creative director and eventually senior 
vice president — not bad for an Audubon, 
Iowa, boy whose first experience with 
advertising (as well as trucking) was

February' but ended up with "a 
very, very good business... an 
increased volume of hours men 
and women were on the job." 


Dan Roth, manager of Kelly 


Services, 1213 M St, reports his 
temporary-employment firm has 
been holding its own but has 
found it is "not long on people 
who have a skill. We have 
customers who might have to 
wait a day to get the right person 
for temporary help." 


Ms. Bowers attributed the ap- 


parent increase in business to 
frozen budgets and realization by 
employers that temporary help 
is more economical. 


Coleda Matulis, comanager of 


Western Temporary Services 
Inc., 314 So. llth St, says hiring 
temporary employes eliminates 
fringe-benefit costs: no 
vacations, no sick leave.

"I have to say I find it the most exciting 


thing that's ever happened to me," Fries 
said, summarizing the success of C.W. 
McCall. "And I intend to do my best at it, 
because you don't get this chance very 
often. It really makes it all worthwhile to 
do something that pleases someone. 
That's what art is all about." 


Fries' family — wife Rena; a married 


son, Bill; Mark, 19; Nancy, 17 — were 
embarrassed by the C.W. McCall bit at 
first, Fries said. But they're getting 
caught up in it now and are even keeping 
scrapbooks. 


"You 
hear from relatives you haven't

Landscaping Dog Area Requires Thought 


"Lady, your dog will smell like 


orange blossoms, believe me —" 


Few nurserymen are masters 


of the art of understatement. In 
fact, on some occasions, they've 
all been known to let their 
enthusiasm run away with them. 


In the case referred to above, 


an out-of-state plant salesman 
told a Lincoln homebuyer that, if 
she'd plant mock orange shrubs 
on all side of her dog's house and 
runway, she'd never have to 
'worry about odor. 


Of course, he failed to mention 


that mock orange blooms only 
one month out of 12 and that, if 
the house and runway had been 


completely enclosed as he 
suggested, the poor animal 
would probably have died from 
heat prostration as soon as 
summer came. 


The 
placement 
and 


landscaping of dog houses and 
runways presents «ome real 
problems. 


If they're located close to the 


bouse or near an outdoor living 
area, they must be kept impec- 
cably clean or they can become 
quite objectionable. 


In most cases, the best loca- 


tion for a dog house and runway 
is along either side lot line in the 
back yard (If they parallel the 


back lot line, they more often 
are too readily seen from the 
house) 


In choosing a side, pick the 


one that will create as few 
problems as possible for the 
neighbor whose property adjoins 
yours. In fact, it's only fair that 
you landscape the side that he 
will see as well as the one that 
you will see. 


In some cases, relationships 


between neighbors have been 
destroyed permanently by the 
erection of an unsightly dog pen 
in the wrong place. A few 
minutes of frank, open discus- 
sion can save an awful lot of 
trouble in the years ahead. 


The pen must be comfortable. 


It must have some sahde. It 
must have enough air circulation 
so the animal does not swelter in 
summer 


If evergreen spreaders are 


planted at the end of the pen 
nearest the house, they will not 
only screen out an undesirable 
view, but also form a partial 
windbreak behind which the dog 
can hide on blustery days. 


Remember an evergreen 


screen is preferred simply 
because the pen is there both 
winter and summer. 


For shade, please do not use 


pin oaks. They retain their 
foliage practically all year and 


your dog needs as much sunlight. 
as he can get dunng the cooler 
months of the year. 


Locust, ash, soft maple and 


other relatively fast-growing 
trees are usually preferred 


Be sure that plants are located 


in such a way that they do not in- 
terfere with the cleaning of the 
run. 


Of course, the alternative to a 


dog run is a fenced back or side 
yard These will obviously give 
the animal a larger, much more 
pleasant environment in which 
to live.

House of the Week 
Gentleness Of Waves Reflected in Homes 


By Andy Lang AP 
Anyone who enjoys the flavor 


of the lakeside will find plenty of 
aesthetic pleasure in this three- 
bedroom design. 


From the authentic pier 


pilings at the front porch at the 
whale weather vane atop the 
garage roof cupola, this variation 
of a Cape Cod is typically a 
seatarer-'s roost. 


Other parts of the nautical 


decor include a ship's wheel, a 
porch anchor, a sea lantern and a 
suggested ship's flagpole in the 
lawn, plus a whaleboat planter. 


The large front window of the 


Iving room is actually part of a 
greenhouse built into the house.

Achimenes Principle: Beautiful Plant 
Custom Drapery Sale!

If you have a bright, sunny 


window \ou should plant a 
hanging basket of Achimenes. 
There are vine-like flowering 
plants that produce the most at- 
tractive indoor flowering baskets 
of all plants 


The attractive foliage of 


Achimenes cascades gracefully 
over the hanging container and 
is soon covered with brilliantly 
colored blossoms. Achimenes 
flowers are among the most 
pleasing of all plants and for this 
reason are often called the 
"magic flower." 


These flowers begin blooms 


earl) in the spring and continue 
through the summer They also 
perform out-of-doors in a shady, 
warm location where few other 
blooming plants do well. 


Achimenes should be ordered 


now so the indoor hanging 
planter can be planted. Several 
scaly rhizomes are planted in a 
single container. The soil should 
be on the humus side and kept 
umlormily moist throughout tie 
life of the plants. Once the 
foliage begins to appear, the air 
should be humid and warm for 
the best growth and bloom.

makes a lot of friends for himself

"The secret is to call right 


away that Sunday," he said. 
Some may be shocked to receive 
a call thirty minutes after 
church, "but at least they 
haven't forgotten the name of 
the church yet," he said with a 
puckish grin. 


A leprechaun of a man, with 


persistence to match, Alexander 
said he got the idea of visitor 
follow-up after he became a 
deacon of the church. 


"One of a deacon's duties is to 


look after church membership," 
he said, "and in my second year 
- 1973 - I decided to do 
something about it." 


Noticing visitors weren't 


signing the church guestbook 
after being greeted at the door, 
he found himself taking them 
over to the book. 


Now Alexander uses new 


members as greeters, giving 
them a job to do and freeing him 
to guide visitors over to his wife 
who helps them fill out the infor- 
mation for the guestbook. 


Alexander said he classifies 


visitors into three rough 
categories — those already 
belonging to a church, those 
looking for a church, and univer- 
sity students. 


Many a student from another 


town now has an affiliate 
membership with first- 
Plymouth, thanks to Alexander's 
interest in them. 


He said he first tried making 


personal calls on people, with 
disastrous results. But people 
who resented "getting dressed, 
cleaning the house and offering 
refreshments," he decided, 
"didn't mind visiting over the 
phone." 


Alexander, who joined First- 


Plymouth in 1931, the year the 
present facility was built, es- 
timates he gets about 80% of the 
visitors on any given Sunday to 
sign the guest book. 


But that's just the beginning of 


his week's work. 


Immediately after Sunday 


dinner he begins his calls, trying 
to complete as many as possible 
on that day. "I go right through 
the cards —and average five 
dials per visitor registration," he 
said. 


He's discovered that universi-

Notifier: Taking a City's Pulse 


Detection, Security and 
Monitoring Are Electronic 
Roles of Sophisticated 
Products of Lincoln firm 


By Gene Kelly 
Notifier is keeping its finger on the pulse of Lincoln in 


many ways. The pulse of York, too, and hundreds of cities of 
all sizes. 


If you know the Notifier name, it's probably because 


you're aware of their fire detection equipment, or have 
heard on the Lincoln police radio a cryptic "822, Notifier, at 
.. .'" with the address of where this burglary alarm was 
tripped. 


It is this latter security and "access control" field that 


Notifier Co. executives like Don Nielsen find is taking on 
major significance across America. 


Nielsen, general manger of Notifier engineering in the 


plant at 3700 No. 56th in Lincoln, says this is generally 
"due to the need to beef up security in so many areas of our 
lives. 


"If the firm you work in has a computer area, manage- 


ment may want to limit access only to where people have a 
need to be, or to where they have a right to know." 


But believing that the average home also needs more 


security, Notifier is marketing a residential smoke detector 
(about $70) and a home burglar alarm (about $500). 


In a more dramatic way, Notifier systems are taking the 


pulse of many firms in the York business district. 


The York system developed from a need: "Some main 


street business was getting hit by a breakin about once a 
week," notes Stan Rodenburg, Notifier security product 
manager. "A lot of those apprehended turned out to be peo- 
ple who came in from the Interstate to rip-off something to 
support a drug habit." 


'A Real Deterrent' 
Merchants provided some of the money, but more than 


$60,000 came from federal funds channeled through the 
Nebraska Commission on Law Enforcement and Criminal 
Justice.

Seidman: Real GNP

President Ford's assistant for 


economic affairs, William Seid- 
man has forecast that the real 
Gross National Product would 
fall at an annual rate of 8 or 9% 
during the first quarter.

with the annual rate of decline of 
9.1% in the final quarter of 1974. 


Seidman said he expected 


another decline in real GNP in 
the second quarter. He insisted 
that real growth would resume 
in the second half of this year, 
while inflation would drop to a 
7% annual rate at vear end. 


linked to the system, Chief Franklin Valentine of the York 
Police Dept. says he believes it's been "a real deterrent on 
crime." 


Whenever anyone disturbs the system, audible and 


visual signals alert the police staff. "We get a few false 
alarms," Valentine noted, "you know, the store owner trips 
an alarm... but we know instantly when someone intrudes 
or when a holdup is in progress. 


"Then our role is apprehension of the criminal." 
Notifier executives say it's inevitable that electronic 


systems for monitoring, security and detection will initially 
take the place of some guards and security officers. But 
nationwide, Rodenburg says, more people will be needed as 
business and industrial properties gain such protection. 


Investment in such security measures hi the U.S., 


currently estimated at $11 billion, is expected to rise to $18 
billion by 1978, Nielsen said. 


Emhart Corp., of which Notifier has been a subsidiary 


since 1968, has $300 million in annual sales, with 13,500 
employes. Notifier, founded in Lincoln in 1949, has a work 
force of 165 and 65,000 sq. ft. of manufacturing space. No 
breakdown on Notifier dollar sales is available from Emhart. 


Dramatic growth is projected for Notifier's security 


products, since it is Emhart's only electronic division. 


While fire detection equipment was once Notifier's chief 


business, Rodenburg explains that "we now monitor hun- 
dreds of things for Lincoln businesses." 


Like boiler and walk-in freezer temperatures. 
And air pressure lines and sprinkler systems. 
High-Risk Lines 
Plus many special fire and burglary lines linked to the 


Lincoln fire and police departments. Jewelry stores, gun 
shops and other high-risk businesses are most apt to be in 
this category. Notifier has its own 24-hour monitoring center 
to speed alerts concerning the typical business firm. 


Rodenburg says the trend is to monitor an entire in- 


dustrial park or shopping center through one guard who sits 
at a control panel. Businesses can then share security costs, 
without other taxpayers having that burden. 


An outgrowth of the security field is Notifier's access 


control line, says product manager Francis Bean. 


"While their basic function is to allow some people to 


have access to restricted areas, while locking other people 
out, they have many other adaptations," he noted. Using a 
Crypta reader unit, a person inserts an invisibly^oded, non- 
magnetic card for such things as: 


• Entering an apartment or office building, or even just 


a specific floor. Some Nebraska college campuses are 
studying the potential of issuing such cards to students for 
dorm and building access. 


• Allowing a fleet driver to use a fuel pump, or have 


access to gates, a parking lot or loading ramp. (A minicom- 
puter keeps track of gallons of fuel dispensed.) 


• Variations such as unmanned ID card verification, 


time-keeping, credit verification, cost accounting, date and 
location records, membership clubs. 


• The card can even be used as a photo ID badge. 
Steve Lenwell, Notifier sales representative, says he's 


found interest in the card access idea among hospital ad- 
ministrators who want to limit use of drug vaults. 


"The reader unit measures optical densities within the 


card with infrared rays and will detect any attempt at altera- 
tion, he explained. If lost cards are a problem, the reader can 
be reprogrammed. Some readers have buttons that also must 
be pushed in proper sequence. 


A door equipped with a card reader allows about five

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seconds for the person to pass through. Anyone attempting 
to wedge it open activates an audible alarm. 


For use in manufacturing, all doors could be locked open 


during a rush hour. Or during periods of labor strife, 
everyone but a few top executives could be locked out. 


"Management has a right to protect its property," 


Rodenburg said. "In some situations, an in-the-know, dis- 
gruntled employe could dump the entire memory bank of a 
computer — resulting in untold damage."

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Heavy Sledding in Stocks 


NEW YORK <UPI) - The 


ttock market ran into heavy sled- 
ding last week but came away a 
winner when investors saw 
further signs the recession may 
be easing. 


For the week, the Dow Jones 


industrial average gained 3.37 
points to 773.47. Standard * 
Poor's SOtotock index rose 0.46 
to 84.78. The NYSE common 
stock index added 0.32 to 44.87. 


The late week surge helped ad- 


vances top declines, 1,098 to 693, 
among the 1,989 issues crossing 
the tape. 


Although volume eased a bit 


after 
Tuesday's session, it 


picked up Friday to bring the 
total turnover for the week to 
122,193,430 shares, compared 
with 130,070,110 the week before 
and 86,812,260 during the same 
week a year ago. It was the 
fourth heaviest trading week in 
NYSE history. 


So far in 1975, 1,108,713,894 


shares have been traded, 
s h a r p 1 y higher than the 893,- 
456,599 traded during the entire 
first quarter of last year. 


The market had a particularly 


difficult time Tuesday when the 
Dow Jones industrial average, 
moving

throughout, finally gave up 5.24 
points in the seventh heaviest 
trading session in New York 
Stock Exchange 
history — 


31,280,000 shares. 


Most analysts said this session 


was marked particularly by 
heavy competition between 
profit-takers and buyers. Also, a 
late afternoon rally attempt 
failed for the first time in several 
days, breaking a recent trend. 
And profit taking did remain the 
major factor from then until late 
Thursday. 


To many analysts, the selling 


was inevitable. The Dow had 
gained around 150 points since 
the first of the year and as of 
Wednesday, 1,988 issues had ad- 
vanced for the year and only 88 


stocks lost ground, many badly, 
and only 176 advanced, the 
market's wont performance 
since 1937. 


After such a severe loss, the 


only way appeared to be up. But 
few expected the market to take 
off the way it did this year. 
Experts have been confounded 


by its strength. 


Although news continued to 


pour in about layoffs and plant 
closings, the market rallied 
Friday from its profit-taking 
slump. The rebound was sparked 
by a Commerce Department

Who Owes Who 
In Pioneer Ins. 
Confrontation ?

A trial scheduled for July in U.S. District Court in Lincoln 


sets the stage for a confrontation between major parties 
associated with financially-troubled Pioneer Insurance Co. 


The trial before Judge Warren Urbom involves Pioneer's 


attempt to call in a $107,000 loan, signed by former Luicolnite 
Harry Gelt. 


Gelt, now of Paradise Valley, Ariz., was president of Con- 


sumers Nation-Wide Insurance Co. of Lincoln which merged 
into Pioneer in 1972. 


In a counterclaim, Gelt says Superior Equity Corp., parent 


of Pioneer, owes him more than $230,000. He contends that 
since Superior Equity owns 97% of Pioneer's stock, the holding 
company is liable for the debt. 


Controversy surrounding Pioneer's solvency dates to 


November 1973 when Pioneer was placed in a voting trust by 
bank creditors of Superior Equity. Jim Jackson, state insurance 
director, was named trustee. 


Earlier, Insurance Dept. examiners became concerned 


when they discovered that a third of Pioneer's assets, roughly $6 
million, was loaned to a 6,200-acre West Coast recreational 
development called Lake California. The project was being 
developed by another subsidiary of Superior Equity. 


To increase Pioneer's liquidity, the voting trust board has 


since sold assets and called in unsecured and defaulted loans. 


Pioneer's suit against Gelt originally was filed in Lancaster 


County District Court. According to the petition, Gelt signed a 
note with Pioneer for $97,200 plus interest in the fall of 1972. 
Pioneer claims that Gelt defaulted on the note. 


Sack or Superior? 


The case was moved to U.S. District Court last spring. 


Later, Gelt filed the counterclaim involving Superior Equity as 
its president, Roger D. Sack., as third parties. 


Sack, who was Pioneer board chairman until the voting 


trust took control, moved Superior Equity's headquarters to 
Scottsdale, Ariz., last fall. 


According to Celt's claim, Superior Equity owes him more 


than $230,000, dating to 1972 when he sold 11,070 shares of per- 
sonal stock in Consumers Nation-Wide to Superior for more 
than $493,000. 


Gelt alleges that Superior failed to pay $55,000 due in 


November 1973 and $175,000 due last November. 


In late 1971, Superior Equity acquired almost 17,000 shares 


of Consumers Nation-Wide, representing 57% of its common 
stock. 


Sack, Carl Meitzen and A. F. Holley, former Pioneer 


executives, sold the stock to Superior for $756,000, or about $45 a 
share. 


The three had bought the stock for prices averaging from $7 


to $14 a share. 


In an affidavit with early court filings in the case, Gelt 


acknowledged signing a $90,000 note in 1971 payable to 
Educators Security Insurance Co. He acknowledged renewing 
that note (now $97,200) in 1972 with Pioneer, Educators' 
successor. 


'An Accommodation' 
During 1972 Consumers Nation-Wide, Educators and 


Supenor Benefit Life Insurance Co. were merged into Pioneer. 
But Gelt says he signed both notes as part of a transaction in 
which he "as an accommodation only, without motivations of 
personal gain or profit, represented Supenor and its president, 
Roger D. Sack." 


Gelt said the incident also involved the purchase of 100,000 


shares of common stock in the Iowa Business Investment Corp. 
of Storm Lake, Iowa, with all loan proceeds applied to the stock. 


He didn't authorize anyone to negotiate a $90,000 loan from 


Educators Gelt says, nor was he aware that any such 
negotiations took place. 


Gelt also referred to letters he received during 1973 from 


Sack. 


In an April 13 letter, Sack wrote: "... I agreed to hold you 


harmless against the loss on Superior Equity Corp. common 
stock owned by you. 


"I am aware," Sack continued, "that you have signed cer- 


tain promissory notes and borrowed money to cover the 
purchase of some or all of these shares. In connection with these 
debt obligations, please consider this my further personal com- 
mitment that I will hold you harmless against any maturity of 
these debts in event a demand for payment is made by any of 
the lenders." 


And in a Sept. 17 letter to Gelt, Sack mentioned the troubles 


of Pioneer and Superior Equity. "In this period of extreme 
stress," he wrote, "it will do an awfully lot of good for my posi- 
tion and the company position if you would sign these and send 
them back to the above parties." 


'London Solution' 
Sack referred to a loan Superior Equity had with the 


National Bank of Commerce, in Lincoln, renewal of the $97,200 
promissory note with Pioneer executed in the fall of 1972, and 
two not& with the York State Bank. Sack's father, Dean Sack, is 
president of the York bank. 


In the September letter, Sack mentioned a solution "that 


might involve making Pioneer greatly increased in its surplus 
account which would allow it to carry the California position 
without any Department of Insurance stress. 


"If we can get this done, in the absence of a London solu- 


tion, then we would be in a position to create a very preferential 
type of financing... and let somebody purchase Lake California 
and carry back most of the debt." 


A year earlier, Sack had promised Jim Jackson to sell Lake 


California or find a (London?) source to replace Pioneer's $6 
million loan to the project. 


But the property was not sold. Superior Equity defaulted on 


its loan from the National Bank of Commerce and three other 
banks. And the Sacks agreed in late 1973 to the two-year 
rejuvenation trust to protect Pioneer policyholders, 
stockholders and creditors.

What do you do when your marriage 


made in heaven goes to hell?

Public Library offers 197 books on 
marriage with 12 cross references ranging 
from celibacy to wives.

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But if a book isn't the answer, a 


marriage counselor might be. If picking 
one from the Yellow Pages at random 
doesn't appeal to you, how do you choose? 


Cost may be a consideration. 


Counseling at an agency such as Lincoln's 
Family Service Assn. may cost as little as 
$1 an hour, while private marriage 
counselors may charge as much as $35 a 
session. 


Patti Bouse, social worker at Family 


Service Assn., believes people choose a 
counselor much the same way they choose 
their physician. "They see who their 
friends have gone to," she said. Referrals 
also come from agencies, ministers and 
other professionals. 


According to C. Ray Fowler, executive 


1 director of the American Association of 


Marriage and Family Counselors, 
headquartered in Claremont, Calif., a 
marriage counselor is an individual who 
helps a couple focus, not on the husband or 
wife, but on their relationship. 


Distinct from a psychotherapist, a 


marriage counselor "tends to orient his or 
her counseling in the here and now rather 
than the intrapsychic problems that one or 
another of the partners might have," said 
Fowler 


His definition continues: "A marriage 


counselor is not there to give advice but 
rather to give an opportunity for the couple 
to identify what's going on in the marriage 
and to clarify what they want to do about it 
in terms of reality testing." 


Almost Anyone 


Social workers psychologists, psy- 


chiatrists, attorneys physicians, sex 
therapists, ministers and other 
professionals 
and 
non 
pro- 


fessionals — almost anyone — may be 
classified as marriage counselors. 


In Nebraska, marriage counseling is 


unregulated and unlicensed. Marital 
therapists can be unqualified, untrained 
and unscrupulous. 


But even if regulatory laws existed, 


there would be no guarantees. Some would 
still feel marriage counselors were good. 
Others would think of them as bad. 
Counselors concede some good counselors 
may be bad for some people. 


Also overshadowing marriage 


counseling is the secretive attitude about 
any kind of counseling. Add to that the 
problem of admitting to yourself as well as 
to others that your marriage is on the 
rocks. 


Then there's shame, pride or ap- 


prehension and maybe a combination of all 
three. 


Marriage counseling success—or 


failure stories — are seldom told. It's hard 
to be open about what ranks among the 
most painful of private sorts of pain, 
whether it ended in reconcilation or 
divorce. 


To some divorce is failure, but many 


counselors no longer consider it such. 


The Feb. 24 issue of Business Week 


quotes Ddaura Murillo Rohde, president of 
the New York Chapter of the American 
Marriage and Family Counselors Assn., as 
saying counselors do not save the marriage 
at the expense of the partners. "Some rips 
cannot be repaired." 


But some can, and that's why 


counseling helps. 


Sex, Money 


Those rips in a marriage are often 


blamed on sex and money. But some 
counselors feel these aren't the real 
culprits. 


"Those two things make up the 


territory. They are the things we choose to 
fight over, but they're not the problem," 
said Sheila Collins, psychiatric social 
worker at the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln Health Center and staff member at 
Homestead Institute for Creative Living. 


Communication is the biggest 


problem, according to Gail Dunning, who 
does private marriage counseling in his 
home near Greenwood. 


The Rev. Mel Luetchens, director of 


Wesley House Foundation on the UNL 
campus and Ms. Collins agree. 


"The biggest problem is that we bring 


to marriage all kinds of expectations and 
we're not aware of all of them," Ms. 
Collins said. "But even when those things 
don't come out, they're operating all the 
time.'' 


Those expectations often translate into 


"a heavy responsibility trip" for the male 
and the traditional homemaker role for the 
female. "They're never talked about. The 
couple just starts acting out expec- 
tations," she said. 


And what she's talking about is the 


expectations each partner thinks the other 
partner has. 


Following that theme of expectations, 


Rev. Luetchens sees a need to 
demythologize both marriage and the 
minister's role as counselor. 


Although he does both premarital and 


marriage counseling he believes that "with 
many more professional people around, 
more and more ministers are realizing that 
in terms of their training, they are not 
professional counselors, especially if there 
are deep or specific problems." 


But when he does act as counselor, he 


sees "an overly romantic view of 
marriage" as a real problem. 


Self-Identity 
"I think a significant number of 


marriages break up because the people 
didn't know who they were or what their 
interests were when they got married. 


"We come to marriage with a set of 


assumptions and most of those assump- 
tions are based on our parents' marriage," 
Rev. Luetchens said. 


"Marriage doesn't solve problems. It 


brings them to the surface quicker. . . It 
may be more a matter of being the right 
person or becoming the right person than 
finding the right person." 


Part of that, he thinks, is remembering 


the marriage vows are based on uncon- 
ditional commitment, instead of "if you do 
this..." 


Unconditional commitment is "the 


basis for any solid, human relationship," 
Rev. Luetchens said. 


He credits the women's movement 


with helping couples be more realistic 
about roles and to "face up to the problems 
that have been there all along." 


That's true, Ms. Collins said, adding 


while the impact of feminism is "fan- 


tastic," the impact on older (10 years or 
more) relationships may be a backlash. 
"People sometimes get in the way of each 
other's growth because they're scared." 


Floundering 


And for the newer relationships, "our 


culture has left the couple without the first 
sense of how to live with someone in an 
equal kind of way. They know they're not 
going to have an oppressive, old-fashioned 
kind of thing but they don't know what 
they will have and they're floundering." 


And if that's why marriages are in 


trouble, Ms. Collins sometimes finds the 
way to help is by being a teacher—teaching 
"fight training" or how to argue effectively 
by pointing out 'that's irrelevant" or 
"that's below the belt." She also teaches 
how to communicate more clearly. 


"Often women are very clear when 


they talk to me alone, but when I see them 
with their husbands they turn to mush ... 
They need to learn that they can talk and 
cry and think all at the same time," Ms. 
Collins said. 


For men, the reverse may be true. 


"Sometimes they need to learn how to 
speak from their guts, how to get their 
feelings involved," she said. 


And sometimes, it's a matter of re- 


wording what the partner is trying to say. 


She reminds women they are responsi- 


ble for only 507c of the relationship. 


Ms. Collins believes divorce would be 


less frequent if couples knew "there are 
really more alternatives than they think 
there are." 


"I really believe in marriage but I real- 


ly believe in divorce, too," Rev. Luetchens 
said. "There are many dishonest 
relationships that are called marriages and 
there are people who live together who are 
divorced emotionally." 


Terming divorce "a cheap cop-out," 


Dunning said if a couple wants to work, the 
marriage can be put back together in most 
cases. 


"A good marriage provides the 


greatest human joy on earth but a 
superlative life requires a superlative ef- 
fort," he said. "While a good marriage is 
wonderful happiness, it is also hard work." 


But he, too, places some blame on 


guarantee to teach a couple nothing they 
need to know about living with each other. 
What we learn in education is in inverse 
correlation to what we need to know in 
life." 


If Dunning had his way, before his 


daughter got married, she would spend a 
month living with her fiance and his family 
and he in turn would spend a month living 
with the Dunnings. 


Idiosyncrasies and how the individual 


treats other human beings would be among 
the things discovered about each other he 
said. "Burnt toast and 45 minutes late for 
supper is the stuff the world is made of." 


^ 
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Marriage Counselor Qualifications Vague 


In Kansas City, an electrical contractor 


works at construction sites during the day. 
At night he works at home as a marriage 
counselor. 


He is not alone. Many nonprofessionals 


are marriage counselors, but that doesn't 
mean their advice is bad. It doesn't mean 
it's good either. 


Are there marriage counseling quacks? 


You bet, says C. Ray Fowler, executive 
director of the American Association of 
Marriage and Family 
Counselors 


headquartered in Claremont, Calif. 


"We get complaints every week from 


across the country," he said. 


It may not be that all of the electrical 


contractor's counseling is bad, Fowler said. 
"It's just that he is probably as qualified to 
pull teeth or take out appendixes as to do 
marriage counseling." 


The horror stones of people victimized 


go on and on, Fowler said. And one of the 
reasons, he said, is because estate salesper- 
sons, barbers and beauticians are licensed 
but hot always the persons who can affect 


the outcome of a marriage. 


California was the first state to license 


marriage counselors. Other states with 
similar laws include Michigan, New Jersey, 
Nevada and Utah. 


In Nebraska, there is no law. Anyone 


can be a marriage counselor. 


According to Fowler, in states where 


there are no licensing laws, one measure of 
competence is membership in the 
American Marriage and Family Counselors 
Assn. 


Minimum requirements for clinical 


membership are a master's degree in one 
of the behavioral sciences plus a two-year 
clinical internship in family and marital 
therapy, which Fowler says is crucial and is 
monitored closely. 


Another measure of credibility could 


be membership in the American 
Psychological Assn., which assures "at 
least an academic background," accor- 
ding to Gail Dunning of Greenwood, one of 
eight Nebraska members of the American 
counselors association. 


Another measure of competence could 


be a license from the Nebraska State Board 
of Examiners of Psychologists, according 
to Louise Stone, secretary. Currently there 
are about 150 licensed psychologists across 
the state. 


Although no statistics are available, 


she estimates half or more of those psy- 
chologists are or have been involved in 
marriage counseling. 


To be licensed as a psychologist in this 


state, individuals must have a doctoral 
degree in some area of psychology from an 
accredited institution and must pass a 
national standarized examination. No 
counseling experience is necessary. 


Currently there is a bill before the 


State Legislature that would require the 
certification of clinical and counseling 
pyschologists. 


Mrs. Stone feels regulation of marriage 


counseling is needed. "There should be at 
least some kind of minimum 
qualifications," she said. 


But there are other standards besides 


legal ones. Patti Bouse, social worker at 


Lincoln's Family Service Assn., advises 
persons seeking counseling not to make a 
commitment until after the first session. 
She said a couple might shop around for 
the right counselor. 


Assess accountability, she added, on 


the basis of whether growth or nongrowth 
is taking place. Did you like them? Did you 
get any help? Those are the questions to 
ask yourself, she said. 


Gail Dunning, who does private 


counseling in his home near Greenwood, 
says clients "have the nght to expect either 
some resolution of the problem or some 
skills in living with whatever it is that they 
have to live with." 


"They have the right to professional 


competency, but they also have a nght to 
expect some very human qualities from the 
therapist so some modeling takes place." 


Dunning said, "In spite of whatever's 


been done, the therapist should care for 
them as human beings. There should be 
honesty, genuineness, openness and 
warmth." 


Thurmonds Skipped Generation Gap 


Washington (UPI) - Nancy Thur- 


mond's world spans the biblical three- 
score and 10, from her 72-year-old hus- 
band to their one-year-old daughter, and 
there's no room in it for any restless year- 
nings for a life beyond the home. 


The 28-year-old wife of Sen. Strom 


Thurmond, R-S.C., now a mother of 
three, has begun sharing a part of her 
May-December marriage in a newspaper 
column on child rearing called "Mother's 
Medicine." 


The column, which appears twice a 


month in 30 South Carolina newspapers, 
is written without compensation aad was 
never meant to make money. Mrs. Thur- 
mond has no intention of turning it into a 
"sounding board" for controversial 
issues. 


"It's just a public service to give 


mothers a lift and a few ideas," she said. 
"There's nothing political in it, and I'm 
going to keep it that way." 


Mrs. Thurmond was Nancy Moore, a 


coed from Aiken, S.C., when she met the 
senator shortly after she won the Miss 


South Carolina beauty title in 1966. Two 
years later, she gave up law school to 
marry Thurmond in a private weddding 
during the Christmas holidays. 


She was 22, and he was a 66-year-old 


widower. "In old age, I would rather 
smell perfume than liniment," he 
said. 


Interviewed while blue-eyed, blond 


J. Strom Jr., 2, played train with the large 
leather chairs in his father's senate office, 
Mrs. Thurmond gently dismissed a ques- 
tion whether she would call herself a 
"liberated woman." 


"It just doesn't apply. I'm perfectly 


happy and feel like I'm able to do the 
things that I enjoy doing within the 
framework of our home," she said. 


Thurmond interrupted a conference 


with legislative aides to give a hearty en- 
dorsement of his wife's new journalistic 
venture. 


"She's a very smart girl- She has a 


brilliant mind," he said. "She has a 
tremendous imagination and would 
make an excellent writer if she chose that

for a career. I'm just glad she chose the 
home for a career." 


Mrs. Thurmond calls him "my better 


half," and says a good marriage with 
open communication has helped make it 
easier to rear their own children, J. 
Strom, Nancy Moore, nearly 4, and Julie, 
who will be a year old March 20. 


The "biggest challenge in my life," 


she said, is to save enough time to give 
her husband "the attention he deserves." 


Mrs. 
Thurmond has written four 


columns so far, "sharing certain things 
that work," in child-rearing, and believes 
their success will hinge on Keeping "con- 
troversial issues out of it." 


"I'm not telling parents how to rear 


their children or discipline them or main- 
tain a happy home. I'm merely suggesting 
ideas of how a mother's day and the 
child's day can go better with a little 
creativity. 


"A lot with children is just helping 


them use their imaginations. They get 
bored easily, but they have big im- 
aginations. So if you can stir that little 
spark and make them think of things, 
then they'll stay happy," she said. 


Her columns have proved popular, 


she said, because "mothers are too busy 
to read books on what to do with their 


children, so if they can read 500 words 
and get a few good ideas for the week 
ahead, it's very profitable." 


The Thurmond family has adjusted 


to the senator's late hours and demanding 
schedule by making each morning a 
togetherness time, and she says her hus- 
band makes the most of it. 


"We get up very early, so from 6 to 


,8-30 in the morning he's with the 
children. He's doing his morning exer- 
cises, and they're nght there with him. 
He goes out jogging and he takes them 
outside with him. He eats breakfast and 
they're right there." 


Nancy Thurmond says she feels lucky 


if her husband gets home in time to read 
the children a bedtime story, so she 
makes a special effort to take them 
wherever he is. They often join him in 
speaking appearances, and once a week 
they visit the Capitol for a quick lunch 
with their father between votes, she said. 


The soft-spoken, still slender Mrs. 


Thurmond said her children "fully un- 
derstand what I'm talking about when I 
say daddy is not coming home tonight, 
he's at the office. 


"It's good for them to know why 


parents cannot always be with them — 
daddy has to work, mommy hr to cook 
dinhr."

money. "You can get anything for your 
dollhouse if you can pay for it." 


She first became Interested in 


dollhouses when she was a child; she and 
her sister shared one. When her older 
sister married, she took possession. 


First Dollhouse 


"My husband David bought me my first 


very own dollhouse," said Mrs. Tews. He 
knew I loved miniatures and knew that 
the decorating would occupy my time." 


"The only way I could keep our four 


children out of my collection was to get 
them each their own, so for Christmas 
last year each of the girls got a dollhouse 
and our son got a miniature farm with a 
stable," she said. 


They supplied the children with basic 


furniture and then encouraged them to 
save parts of their allowance for 
purchasing additional items. 


But not all dollhouse furniture or 


decoration has to come from a store or 
catalogue. Mrs. Tews said she owns a 
combination of manufactured furniture 
and some hand-made decorations. 


Even the house frame can be hand- 


made, she added. 


The Tewses own one made from a 


pattern. A friend, Terry Stinson, built a 
Swiss Chalet as a gift for the then new- 
born Jennifer. 


Mrs Tews painted the outside herself. 


The brass, workable door knocker and 
door knob, a bird house, and flower boxes 
were extra touches. 


Own Variations 


Inside, she again did the decorating 


from readily available and oftentimes in- 
expensive, materials. Wallpaper for the 
living room and children's loft came from 
pieces ot small print dress tabnc. 
Matching drapes and bedspreads can also 
be made from the fabric, added Mrs. 
Tews. 


Her idea for the kitchen wallpaper 


came when she saw some bordered 
stationery that had a "kitchen type" 
print. She bought a box of the stationery 
and cut off the border to paper the 
kitchen walls. 


Nearly all the furniture is functional. 


Terry cloth wash clothes which come in 


a variety of colors and prints make good 
rugs, she noted. Lace curtains can be 
made from linen handkerchiefs. 


Every miniature piece is as workable as 


its real life counterparts. Books in the 
living room secretary are easily readable, 
says Mrs. Tews, as are two copies of 
newspapers. 


Other items in the Swiss house include 


a bubble gum machine with real candy, 
pewter dinner ware, a chain toilet, a 
recipe box with individual recipe cards, a 
pin cushion with pins, a jar filled with 
peppermint candy sticks and a mounted 
deer's head. The scale of the furniture is 
about Vz inch equal to a foot. 


She belongs to two miniature 


organizations, National Association of 
Miniatures (NAME) located in Anaheim, 
Calif, and Mott Miniatures' organization 
(AIMM) located in Fullerton, Calif. 


Mrs. Tews said she and her children 


play with houses and decorate each accor- 
ding to the season.

Man's Love for Plants Growing Too Fast

Before long, someone ought to 


found a Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Plants. They could use the 
protection. Despite the current craze 
for all things green and growing, it is 
evident that many people love plants 
not wisely but too well. 


Consider, for example, the current 


outbreak of "plantoaping." Spurred 
by the boom in house and garden 
plants, thieves are pilfering everything 
from small trees and shrubs to potted 
ornamentals 
and 
flowers. 


Homeowners, private offices, public 
highways and city parks all are 
targets. Many nurseries have had to 
install fences and alarm systems to 
protect their stock. 


Plantnapers are active in wilderness 


areas, too. Demand for cactus plants is 
so high in the United States, Europe 
and Japan that smuggling the or- 
namentals out of Mexico has become a 
lucrative business. 


In accordance with the Endangered 


Species Act of 1973, the Smithsonian 
Institution has drawn up a list of en- 
dangered, threatened and apparently 
extinct species of higher plants native 
to this country. The institution con- 
cluded that of the approximately 20,- 
000 species, subspecies and varieties 
of native higher plants of the continen-' 
tal United States, at least 10% have 
disappeared or are in danger of doing 
so. 


Every such loss is potentially 


serious. "When a plant species is 


extinguished," Dale W. Jenkins and 
Edward S. Ayensu wrote in Smithso- 
nian magazine, ". . . (its) gene pool 
cannot be duplicated or reestablished 
and is lost forever. Each kind that we 
destroy narrows our options. Imagine 
the loss to mankind if we had 
destroyed the cinchona before dis- 
covering quinine's anti-malarial 
qualities." 


Ironically, man's efforts to "im- 


prove" food-bearing plants through 
genetic manipulation may have 
catastrophic consequences. The high- 
yielding varieties of grain that 
launched the Green Revolution have 
indeed helped to increase food 
production in numerous poor coun- 
tries In the process, however, many 


of the older strains are dying out from 
disuse 


The United States maintains a 


National Seed Storage Laboratory at 
Fort Collins, Colo., but it is un- 
derstaffed and underfunded. In a 
study on seed conservation released in 
November 1973, the U.S. Agriculture 
Dept. warned that the genetic erosion 
problem "is serious, potentially 
dangerous to the welfare of the nation, 
and appears to be getting worse rather 
than better." 


In many ways, the battle to preserve 


plant resources resembles the early 
stages of the wildlife conservation 
movement. The goal is to persuade 
people to accord rare plants the same 
respect as rare birds or animals

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Colleges Beautiful to Deems 


'., By Linda Ulrich 


"And the beauty of this thing ..." 
DicJfrDeems seems to start about half his sentences that 


way when he's talking about community colleges. 


'As program coordinator for community services ("It's a 


good title — it can mean almost anything") at the Southeast 
Community College at Lincoln's campus, Deems has a desk 
that is piled as deep as his commitment to the community 
college concept. 


About that stereotype of trade schools, Deems simply 


says, "I think it's changing." 


The economy is part of that change, he said, adding that 


economics has an impact on status and those with technical 
skills now may earn more than those holding Ph.D. degrees. 


Following that theme, he said "Some of our best 


teachers have no formal education other than going through 
the public school system." 


The emphasis is on skills, rather than degrees, he said. 
The technical skills are still a part, and an important 


part, of the system he noted, but what's new — and especial- 
ly exciting to him — is the chance to develop community ser- 
vices. 


"People now have the energy, time and money to forus 


on themselves," Deems added. "It's a beautiful thing for our 
culture — something our parents didn't have." 


In charge of noncredit adult classes, courses and 


programs, Deems said one of the beauties of the system in 
Nebraska is that it is new enough to be highly flexible. 


Noncredit means people sign up just because they're in- 


terested, he noted. 


With about 4200 persons indicating such interest now, 


Deems believes that interst will keep on growing. 


"I think the opportunities to evaluate, expand and add 


_ courses, in response to the people's interests and pressures 


will mean adding as many courses as there are right now." 


Response to community needs can be fast, he continued. 


It can be four weeks or less, from assessing needs, to plan- 
ning, to implementation 


For example, new course sections include women's 


studies and one entitled "Making the Most of Your Life," 
is designed to otter experiential learning about human 
potential. 


Deems also sees the community college as "a legitimate 


program planning agency to work with other community 
agencies " 


For example, together with Planned Parenthood, the 


college is planning a conference, "Sex Education and the 


Home," for parents, clergy, teachers and human service per- 
sonnel. 


"I see us as kind of an educational extension," Deems 


said. "And I believe we will be doing that sort of thing with 
an increasing number of organizations and agencies" by com- 
bining the professional expertise of an agency with the 
programming expertise and delivery system of the college. 


Deems, who has a doctorate in adult education from the 


University of Nebraska-Lincoln and a master's degree from 
Northwestern University in theology and education, also is 
interested in seeing the community colleges become a vehi- 
cle for continuing education for the clergy. 


Although he serves the United Methodist Church in 


Cheney, he left the full-time ministry because "I found more 
and more constraints and less and less satisfaction within the 
institutional church." 


He and his wife Margaret have four children ranging in 


age from 16 to 20. He enjoys writing, sailing and renovating 
their home.

creator of KBHL-FM and presi- 
dent of Sound Experiences 
Broadcasting Inc. 


For King, 29, this on-the-air 


ministry for Jesus Christ is a 
dream come true. 


An 18-year-old, King was in a 


high school speech class in 
Chillicothe, 111., when he first 
had visions of owning a rock 
radio station. He carried that 
ambition with him to a job at 
WVIBD-TV in Peoria, HI. There 
he directed a weekly religious 
show. "In His Steps It changed 
the kind of station in his dreams. 


"Before that time, I was not a 


Christian, just a bean," he said. 
"This program helped me accept 
Him and search for a way of con- 
veying my beliefs " 


But that dream becoming a 


reality seemed to get farther and 
farther away, he said. Instead of 
starting a station, King accepted 
a job as director at KOLN-TV in 
Lincoln and helped his wife with 
an advertising agency.

Unsteadiness, a pain you favor or a reflex that fails to take into 
account that you are not as agile as you used to be are all causes. 


Persons 65 or older, according to the Institute of Life In- 


surance, account for one out of every four accidental deaths in 
the U.S. every year. 


But, even if one survives an accident, the effects of the in- 


jury sustained can be permanent and the recuperation period 
can be long. 


Many of the accidents suffered by older people are due to 


falls. We can protect ourselves against these, to some extent, by 
staying in when the footing outside is hazardous, such as after a 
snowstorm and many rains. 


The National Safety Council, however, tells us that many of 


the accidents happening to any age group occur right within the 
home. Falls are the most prevalent of such accidents. Fires or 
burns are second. 


New Prevention 


When you begin to achieve seniority, it is time to make a 


new inspection of your house or apartment for its accident 
prevention rating. 


The installation of guard rails in the bathroom near the tub 


or shower stall are recommended. The idea is to have something 
to hang onto when you start to slip. 


If you have ever started to slip while standing in a shower, 


however, and grabbed, then continued to slip, you know you can 
put an excruciating twist in your back or neck like that. 


So, put one of those pressure adhesive rubber mats on the 


surface of the tub and keep it there while you are bathing. 


Take a good look at your stairs — if you have them. A one 


story dwelling is really preferable in your older years, but 
sometimes it isn't economical to move just for that. 


Make certain there's a rail or banister that you can get hold 


of along the stairs. Check for worn and uneven spots in the 
runner, especially where it goes over the lips of the steps. 


When you go up and down these stairs, remember that you 


no longer have to prove your athletic prowess on them. Take it 
easy. Nobody is going to give you any black marks if you always 
put both feet on each step as you climb or descend. 


Eliminate Jutting Furniture 
Check the angles and corners of your house and the fur- 


niture for jutting out places that will seem to take half your leg 
with them if you happen to hit them. Eliminate as many of these 
places as possible. 


Get one of those plug-in night lights for your bedroom, and 


another for your bathroom, so you won't stumble into things 
when you get up in the night. 


And, don't try to carry things that are awkward for you. 


Make two trips across the room if necessary.

Consultants, Too

New York - Coincident with 


the unfolding of the Watergate 
and energy crisis stories 
nationally in 1973 and 1974, 
television news at local stations 
enjoyed a boom marked by 
expanded reporting staffs, 
longer air time and increases in 
audience. 


This is reported in a new 


Alfred I. DuPont-Columbia 
University survey of broadcast 
journalism. 


Also noted as positive 


developments in television were 
a widespread interest in in- 
vestigative 
journalism and 


marked improvement 
from 


previous years in the employ- 
ment of women in station news 
operations. 


But the study deplored the 


trend that accompanied the 
growth in local news — an in- 
creasing reliance by stations on 
outside news consultants, many 
of whom put rating con- 
siderations ahead of journalistic 
principles. 


According to the survey, con- 


sulting firms frequently stressed 
entertainment approaches to 
news, recommended 
more 


stories be covered in shorter 
time and urged the adoption of 
tabloid values for competitive 
purposes. 


The survey had the participa- 


tion of 80 correspondents in 
major broadcast centers around 
the country. The study was con- 
ducted by the Columbia 
Graduate School of Journalism 
under supervision of Louis G. 
Cowan, special projects director 
and a former president of CBS- 
TV. 


As part of a review of broad- 


cast news during the two-year 
period, the survey is being 
published in book form by 
Thomas Y. Crowell under the ti- 
tle, Moments of Truth? 


In May 1974, members of the 


American Assn. of University 
Women monitored 425 television 
stations in a special research 
project for the survey. They 
found the length of newscasts 
had increased at 56% of the 
stations, compared with a year 
earlier, and that the size of the 
news staff was expanded at 637o 
of them 


More than half of the stations 


had added full-time investigative 
reporters to their staffs or 
otherwise increased their in- 
vestigative activities. 


At the same time, viewing rose 


for both local news and network 
newscasts at four out of five 
stations, the study showed, 
giving the stations "the greatest 
boom in their history" in terms 
of rising broadcast profits. 


The monitoring project found 


that after commercials, weather 
reports and sports, the typical 
newscast had only 16Vi minutes 
for news items in a half-hour 
period. An average of 14 stories 
were covered in that period, the 
report said. 


Authors of the report regarded 


as "threatening" the growing 
prevalence of news consultants, 
who, they said, are increasingly 


advising stations to adopt a 
"hard, fast style" in which the 
announcer covers stories in 15 or 
20 seconds rather than the 
previous one minute or 90 
seconds. Film clips, the report 
said, are shortened to 20 seconds 
on the advice of consultants. 


The study estimated the 10 


leading consulting firms sur- 
veyed had 170 station clients. It 
said "there remained few if any 
newsrooms unaffected" by con- 
sultants' changes in the major 
and medium-sized markets.

And Talk 
To Yourself 


New York (AP) - Frances 


Hasson now has one less bell to 
answer. She has just retired after 
20 years on the front lines at 
NBC. 
She helped run the 


switchboard here. 


Like any network telephone 


operator, she was the first to feel 
the public wrath — and oc- 
casional praise — for what was 
broadcast, in her case by WNBC 
in New York and by NBC 
nationally. 


A short, peppery widow of 65, 


she has a remarkably unsour out- 
look on life, despite the 
grumbles, curses and even 
obscenity she's had to put up 
with during her years at NBC. 


When cussers call, she says, 


rolling her eyes and sighing, 
"they often do it with very dirty 
words. We just close the key and 
that's it." 


When an angry viewer shouts 


that he wants to talk to NBC's 
president immediately, she says, 
"we have to hold our temper a 
little bit, be very careful what 
we say. 


"So what we say is, 'We'll be 


more than glad to pass your 
comments on, but NBC would 
prefer that you put it in writing.' 
If they won't do that, we just 
have to do the best we can. 


"It takes patience galore," 


says Mrs. Hasson, who was born 
in Brooklyn, an outpost not 
known for much patience about 
anything. 


She said the worst time she 


had at the-board — operators at 
all NBC stations had the same 
grief — came in late 1968 when 
NBC interrupted a pro football 
game to start a movie, Heidi, at 
its scheduled time. "You never 
saw anything like it," she said, 
shivering at the memory. "The 
switchboard blew out 28 times 
that night." 


The televised Watergate 


hearings and even the resigna-( 
tion of President Nixon on TV 
also drew a barrage of com- 
plaints, she says. "They just 
didn't want to listen to it," she 
said. "Most of the people said, 
'We can read all about that in the 
newspaper. We want our own 
programs when they're sup- 
posed to be on.' " 


Surprisingly, complaints about 


commercials aren't as frequent 
as one might expect, she says, 
but those that come in tend to be 
screwy. 


Case in point: A gripe about a 


household cleaner ad which had 
been followed by a Greek air- 
liner commercial in which 
everyone was dancing. The out- 
raged caller thought they were, 
the same commercial. 
i 


"She said, 'I don't think that's 


very nice — it makes everybody 
think we Greeks are greasy,' " 
Mrs. Hasson recalled.

Hasson and her] 


coworkers often handle calls j 
between the high and the 
mighty, the stars, producers, 
network poobahs. Did she ever 
succumb to temptation and give 
a listen to whatever it is they talk 
about? 


"Not really," she said with a 


gentle smile, "because that was 
something I learned when I 
worked for the telephone com- 
pany. That's stealing. That isn't 
fair."
